Introductory 

It  was  with  seme  curiosity  and  much  interest  that  I  began  years 
ago  to  gather  the  data  contained  in  this  genealogy  of  the  Farquhar 
family — of  that  branch  from  which  I  am  descended.  In  the  beginning  I 
soon  learned  that  I  first  must  know  a  lot  about  my  father* s  people 
before  I  could  make  a  start  on  this  script.  And  no w  that  I  have  be¬ 
gun  .it  I  shall  do  my  best  to  complete  the  work. 

I  have  persisted  through  the  years  in  my  effort  in  gathering 
the  material  I  herewith  present.  As  it  is,  it  is  very  incomplete. 

But  I  have  made  a  start,  and  if  there  be  others  of  the  Allen  Farquhar 
progeny  who  wish  to  complete  or  continue  their  family  tree  they  have 
my  consent  to  take  up  where  I  leave  off,  and  carry  on  to  their  own 
satisfaction. 

Yihila  I  go  back  to  old  Scotia  (Scotland)  for  the  origin  and 
meaning  of  the  name,  this  genealogy  is  only  complete  from  Allen 
Farquhar  who  crossed  the  Allegheny  mountains  from  Hagerstown,  Maryland 
in  1782,  to  reestablish  his  home  and  family  for  a  more  permanent  and 
lasting  residence  in  the  Little  Eedstone  district,  Y.'ashington  township, 
Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  in  1800,  leaving  many 
descendants.  How  many  I  do  not  know,  but  by  now  they  probably  run  inmo 
the  thousands • 

If  you  are  one  of  Allen  Farquhar* s  descendants,  and  take  pride 
in  your  ancestry,  I  dedicate  this  genealogy  as  your  source  book  for 


such  material  as  it  contains • 
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Chapter  XI 

Origin  and  Meaning  of  the  Kama  Farquhar 

Searching  through  books  for  source  material  I  have  been  able  to 
learn  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  name  Farquhar.  Its  root  stems 
back  to  the  gaidhealacn.  language  of  Scotland — the  primitive  tongue 
of  that  land.  Originally  "farquhar"  meant  leader.  Quoting  from 
Scottish  references  to  names,  their  origines  and  significance,  I 
finds  ' 

"FARQUHAR— Beloved  man,  an  honest  man;  from  fear ,  a  man,  and 
coir,  honest;  hence  Fearcoir ;  thence  Fear char ,  or  Farquhar ,  an  hon¬ 
est  man.  A  family  descended  form  Farquhar  son,  son  of  Farquhar,  Cham¬ 
berlain  of  Liar,  -who  v/as  a  son  of  HacDuff,  a  scion  of  the  Thane  of 
Fife." 

A  thane  is:  "A  title  of  honor  or  dignity  among  the  Anglo-Saxons, 
held  by  a  free  man  attached  to  the  service  of  a  lord,  and  equivalent 
to  knight  or  baron  in  later  times."  The  word  Fife  is  the  name  of  a 
district  in  Scotland,  now  a  maritime  and  manufacturing  county. 

It  appears  that  in  the  year  900  A.  D.,  7*hen  the  MacDuff  clan 
sought  a  new  leader,  it  selected  its  best  and  most  brawny  and  brave 
man,  giving  him  the  name  of  Fhiormlaidh.  This  word  is  from  the 
ancient  language  called  Gedhelic,  now  gaelic.  This  word  primarily 
meant  leader.  In  due  course  of  time  it  became  Fearchar.  Later  it 
became  Farqwhar,  which  finally  became  Farquhar,  as  it  is  today.  The 
name  is  now  one  of  the  more  common  surnames  of  its  native  land,  and 
is  scattered  pretty  well  about  the  world,  particularly  in  the  United 
States. 

The  seat  of  the  Farquhar  clan  was  at  Gilmilnscrof t,  Aberdeen¬ 
shire,  south  of  the  River  Deo  in  Scotland.  The  MacDuff  clan  lies

farther  to  the  south,  on  Lake  Leven,  -which  drains  into  the  Firth  of 
Forth. 

To  give  further  light  on  the  present  family  name  as  it  once  7, -as 

and  is  still  carried  on,  I  quote  herewith  from,  the  "Clans  and  Tartans 

of  Scotland,"  by  Robert  Bain,  city  librarian  of  Glasgow:

FARQUKARS01T 

This  aberdeenshire  clan  was  one  of  the  Clan  Chattan  Confederation, 
and  took  its  name  from  Farauhar,  son  of  Shaw  of  Rothiemurchus  • 

A  prominent  member  of  the  clan  was  Finlay  Mor  v/ho  carried  the 
royal  standard  at  the  Battle  of  Pinkie  where  he  was  killed  in  1547 , 

In  1639  the  Farquharsons  of  Moultrie  joined  Lord  Gordon  on  the  royalist 
side,  and  six  years  later  they  formed  part  of  the  army  of  Montrose. 

They  fought  at  the  battle  of  Worcester  in  1651,  and  followed  Viscount 
Dundee.  In  1715  they  formed  part  of  Clan  Chattan  who  fought  and  -ware 
defeated  at  Preston.  Again  in  1745  they  formed  part  of  the  Jacobite 
Arey,  and  distinguished  themselves  at  Falkirk  and  Culloden.  Francis 
of  llonaltrie,  known  as  the  Baron  Ban,  was  taken  prisoner  at  Culloden. 

He  was  reprived  ar.d  allowed  to  reside  in  Sngland.  Ke  returned  to 
Scotland  in  1766.  Farquharson  of  Balmoral  was  excepted  from  the 
pardon  extended  to  other  members  of  the  clan. 

The  Farquharsons  acquired  Invercauld  by  marriage  with  the  Hac- 
Hardy  heiress  of  Invercauld.  In  1595  the  Farquharsons  acknowledged 
Macintosh  as  their  chief  in  an  instrument  signed  at  Inver cauled .  The 
Farquharsons  of  Invercauld  were  out  in  "the  *15,  and  in  the  *45." 

Anne,  known  as  Colonel  Anne,  who  had  married  Angus,  22nd  chief  of  the 
elan  Macintosh,  led  the  Macintoshes  for  Prince  Charlie,  while  her 
husband  fought  on  the  side  of  Hanover. 
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The  present  head  of  the  family  is  Myrtle  Farquhar son,  15th  of 
Invercauld,  Baroness  d1 Sr danger. 

Crest:  A  lion  issuing  from  a  wreath,  gules,  holding  a  sword  in 
his  dexter  paw,  hilted  and  ponelled,  or  Badge :  Red  whortleberry. 
Little  sunflower.  Foxglove.  :;,'ar  Cry:  Cam  nacuimhne  (Cairn  of  re¬ 
membrance.) 

From  another  source  I  quote  the  following:  "This  clan,  the 
Farquharson,  was  one  of  the  Clan  Chattan  Confederation,  and  took 
its  name  from  Farquhar,  son  of  Shaw  or  Rothiemurchus  •  Clan  Chattan 

r 

contained  16  subdivisions,  of  which  the  principals  were  the  Camerons, 
KacBeans,  Farquh&rsons  and  MacDuffs." 

This  Confederation  ?.as  formed  for  mutual  protection,  intornally 
externally,  against  other  clans  when  family  and  tribal  feuds  reached 
their  highest  peak  of  inter-clan  enmities  in  the  Highlands.

They  Maintained  the  Ancient  Dignity  of  the  Fame 

Among  those  who  have  maintained  the. honor  and  dignity  of  the 
Farquhar  name  7/as  Sir  Robert  Farquhar,  1772-1843,  Rear  Admiral  of 
the  Royal  Navy.  He  was  a  son  of  Robert  Farquhar  of  Newhall,  Hin- 
cardinshire,  Scotland. 

George  Farquhar  of  Londonderry,  Ireland,  dramatist  ajid  playright; 
bom  1678,  died  1707;  son  of  John  Farquhar,  clergyman. 

John  Farquhar,  born  1751,  died  1826,  in  the  Parish  of  Crismond, 
Scotland.  Early  in  life  he  went  to  India  and  became  a  millionaire. 

Sir  Robert  Farquhar,  the  politician,  born  1776,  died  1830,  son

of  Sir  Vfalter  Farquhar,  the  celebrated  physician. 

Sir  T.ralter  Farquhar,  born  1738,  died  1819,  another  celebrated 
physician,  son  of  Rev.  Robert  Farquhar,  minister  of  Carlock,  Scotland, 
descended  from  Sir  Robert  Farquhar,  knight  and  provost  of  Aberdeen. 
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Admiral  Farquhar  of  the  United  States  Navy  in  the  1380's  a 
graduate  of  the  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  Maryland. 

Many  of  the  named  have  held  up  the  honor  of  the  family  An 
America#  There  have  been  some  Congressmen,  many  physicians,  some 
lawyers,  teachers,  students,  and  schollars#  Some  v/ere  and  are  still 
business  managers,  but  the  bulk  of  the  name  are  farmers# 

Chapter  III 
Allen  Farquhar 

Though  a  knowledge  of  the  time  and  place  from  whence  my  name 
sprang  is  timely  and  appropriate  to  this  narrative,  I  an  primarily 
interested  in  those  who  first  came  to  America  from  Scotland,  and 
from  whom  I  am  directly  descended#  It  is  such  information  I  have 
presented  in  chapter  II  that  adds  distinction  to  any  genealogy;  it 
makes  for  a  better  flavor  for  the  enthsiasts  in  such  vrork. 

The  exact  year  these  forbears  of  mine  came  to  America  I  have 
not  learned#  The  Farquhar  family  tradition  has  it  that  two  brothers 
William  and  Allen  arrived  in  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1720#  Here 
they  bought  property  which  later  became  very  valuable,  and  which  was 
the  cause  of  long  litigation  in  the  years  to  follow.  Leaving  this 
property  behind,  and  for  what  reason  I  have  no  means  of  knowing,  the 
two  bor thers,  YTilliam  and  Allen  Farquhar  moved  to  Eagertown,  Maryland, 
nhere  they  attached  themselves  to  the  Pipe  Creek  Eonthly  lleetings 
(Quakers)  in  the  same  district# 

This  genealogy  concerns  itself  only  with  the  descendants  of 
William  Farquhar,  the  first.  The  number  of  children  he  had  I  have 
I  have  yet  to  learn.  3ut  he  had  four  sons,  Allen,  Hoses,  Samuel,  and 
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So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  this  branch  of  the  Farquhar 
family  belonged  to  the  Quaker  faith*  It  7, -as  against  their  religion  to 
take  up  arms  and  fight  in  any  v/ar — not  even  for  that  freedom  guaranteed 
by  the  American  Revolution.  To  equalize  the  expense  of  maintaining  the 
costs  of  this  war,  the  legislature  of  Maryland  passed  a  law  assessing 
fines,  or  levies,  against  all  legal  noncombatants. 

The  records  of  the  Pipe  Creek  Monthly  Heelings  and  those  of  the 

* 

state  of  Maryland  show  that  such  fines  were  assessed  against  Allen, 
Moses,  Samuel  and  Vfillian  Farquhar  yearly  from  1776  to  1782.  The 
amounts  put  down  are  in  pounds,  shillings  and  pence,  money  current  at 
the  time.  As  I  am  only  interested  in  Allen  Farquhar’ s  acts  I  herewith 
list  the  fines  paid  by  him  to  the  proper  authorities,  to-wit: 

In  1776  paid  1  pound,  12  shillings,  6  pence. 

In  1779  paid  47  pounds. 

In  1780  paid  23  pounds,  10  shillings. 

In  1781  paid  17  pounds,  10  shillings. 

In  1782  paid  47  pounds.  r 

After  the  last  year  above  mentioned  I  find  no  further  fines 
assessed  and  paid  by  Allen  Farquhar.  For  this  reason  I  conclude  that 
he  left  the  state  of  Maryland  for  "over"  the  mountains  in  1782.  But 

■whether  he  or  one  of  his  sons  had  made  a  previous  trip  for  inspection 

I  do  not  know.  This  is  a  possible  way  of  thinking,  at  this  late  day. 
Being  concerned  mostly  in  promoting  his  own  interests  and  that  of  his 
church  I  can  only  assume  that  he  made  such  a  journey  into  Western 
TTilderness  • 

flie  records  confirm  me  in  the  statement  that  this  Allen  Farquhar 

\ 

was  a  successful  farmer,  a  large  holder  of  lands,  and  the  builder  of 
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•was  the  force  behind  his  advancement  in  things  worldly,  That  his 
wealth  v.as  it  is  now  impossible  to  estimate.  But  it  was  enough  to 
classify  him  among  the  well-to-do.  Modest  though  it  seems  to  us 
today,  it  put  him  in  the  forefront  of  those  who  had  the  will  to  do 
and  to  achieve , 

% 

I  can  speculate  only  as  to  when  the  first  of  the  Farquhar  name 
..took  up  the  Quaker  faith.  It  might  have  been  when  its  founder  George 
Fox  established  the  church  in  1669.  I  do  not  know.  At  least  I  know 
that  when  Gillian  and  Allen  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1720  they  v/ere 

r 

close  adherents  to  the  Quaker  doctrine.  "Quaker"  is  applied  to  the 
society  in  its  beginning  by  its  enemies.  And  it  stuck. 

Tradition  tells  me  that  two  women  Quakers  of  the  Farquhar  name 
were  "Readers"  at  the  Pipe  Creek  Monthly  Meetings,  and  that  two  men 
of  the  same  name  were  set  down  as  "Preachers."  Tradition  also  tells 
me  that  as  young  man  Allen  Farquhar,  my  great  great  grandfather,  had 
some  pretentions  at  expounding  the  Quaker  doctrines  continuing  in  tho 
new  field  west  of  the  mountains  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1600. 

But  to  us  descendants  of  this  day  all  his  efforts  seem  to  have 
been  in  vain.  Ee  helped  in  establishing  two  churches  in  this  new  land 
— " Westland  in  Bethlehem  township,  Washington  county  and  old  Providence 
in  Little  Redstone,  Tfashington  township,  Fayette  county.  Pa.  The 
first  was  built  shortly  after  1782  and  the  latter  in  the  1790’s.  Bach 
church  flourished  until  the  1850’s  7/hen  they  were  abandoned  and  left 
to  the  elements  to  destroy.  However,  the  latter— Providence — was  re¬ 
stored  in  the  1880’s  by  one  of  th9  descendants  of  the  Cope  family,  an 
original  member,  namely,  Mrs .  TTilliani  H.  Binns  (Blma  Cope)  as  a  mem¬ 
orial  to  her  forbears,  all  active  members.  The  building,  a  stone 
structure,  stands  in  the  old  Quaker  cemetery  as  a  sentinel  to  the 
faith  that  is  gone  from  the  district.

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With  the  advancing  tide  of  migrants  into  the  "Western  part  of 
Pennsylvania,  all  of  many  and  diverse  faiths,  the  Society  of  Friends 
could  not  7,‘ith stand  the  pressure  from  without •  It  fell  by  its  own 
inertia  to  progress  with  the  times.  The  second  and  third  generations 
after  Allen  Farquhar  soon  lost  the  faith  of  their  fathers  and  joined 
Other  denominations.  Thus  the  sect  died  out,  because  its  roots  were 
poorly  nourished  in  an  unfriendly  soil. 

Considering  the  trend  of  the  tines  it  was  inevitable  that  this 
fine  old  religious  institution  should  fade  out  of  a  pioneer  scene. 

It  had  its  day,  and  its  day  is  done.  It  perished  for  lack  of  a  better 
method  as  the  theme  for  a  good. doctrine • 

Chapter  IV 

The  Migration  of  Allen  Farquhar 


The  year  in  which  Allen  Farquhar  crossed  the  Allegheny  fountains 
from  Maryland  into  'Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  is  still  a  prob¬ 
lem  for  me  to  solve.  But,  as  I  have  heretofore  said,  my  best  availa¬ 
ble  records  is  that  it  was  in  the  spring  of  1782.  I  have  no  record 
as  to  the  date  of  his  birth,  except  that  he  was  a  son  of  Trillion*.? 
Farquhar  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  that  he  died  in  January,  1800. 
My  clue  to  his  death  comes  from  his  will,  which  I  shall  quote  in 
full  later  on  in  this  sketch. 

This  will  bears  the  date  of  May  29,  1797,  by  v/hich  he  devises 
to  his  sons  four  farms  totaling  485  acres  in  7,'ashington  and  Fayette 
counties.  Pa.  This  will  was  filed  for  probate  December  30,  1600,  and 
probated  February  1,  1801,  at  Uniontown,  Pa.  YJhile  this  record  does 
not  reveal  the  exact  date  of  his  death,  my  impression  is  that  it  v,ns 
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(Farquhar)  Bughor  the  last  time  I  visited  her  in  1899,  at  her  homo  in

Fayette  City,  Pennsylvania, 

I  here  my  speculate  that  Allen  Farquhar  soon  after  the  beginning 
of  the  Revolutionary  war  had  converted  all  his  Maryland  holdings  into 
ready  cash  and  sent  his  oldest  son  Thomas  "over”  the  mountains  on  a 
trip  of  land  inspection.  Mention  is  made  of  a  "warrant  for  land  in 
Washington  comity,  on  June  17,  1764,  to  one  Thoms  Farquhar,  This  my 
or  my  not  be  Allen's  son. 

The  records  of  the  Quaker  Meetings  show  that  Allen  Farquhar  took 
part  in  organizing  and  establishing  the  Quaker  church  called  T.’estland, 
Washington  county.  This  date  was  1784.  So,  if  he  took  part  in  it3 
establishment,  he  must  have  been,  present  in  person. 

My  first  authentic  date,  however,  of  him  being  in  the  "over"  the 
mountain  country  is  gleaned  from  the  deed  from  Thoms  Cook  to  him  for 
109  acres  of  land,  mentioned  in  Allen's  will.  To  keep  the  record 
correct,  I  quote  the  following  letter  from  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  of 
Washington  county.  Pa.,  to  me  under  date  of  January  26,  1544,  as 
follows : 

\ 

'Dear  Mr •  Farquhar: 

We  have  searched  our  records  and  find  that  Allen  Farquhar  pur¬ 
chased  109  acres  of  land  from  Thoms  Cook,  May  4,  1790,  recorded  in 
Deed  Book  Vol.  1  -  G,  page  94. 

(Signed}  IVillian  Smith,  Recorder. 

That  establishes  the  first  date— the  date  of  his  being  in  ’Wash¬ 
ington  county.  Pa.  When  he  left  the  Westland  area  is  not  known.  But 
I  have  it  from  my  Aunt  Rachel  that  soon  after  making  a  farm  out  of 
his  wilderness  holdings  in  ’Washington  ccunty,  he  left  his  son  Thomas 
in  charge  and  went  into  the  adjoining  county  of  Fayette  on  the  east 


and  bought  three  other  farms,  together  with,  a  fulling 
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The  records  at  Uniontown,  seat  of  Fayette  county,  show  that  on 
September  22,  1795,  he  filed  a  deed  for  record  dated  August  10,  1795, 
from  Levi  Stephens  and  wife  Elizabeth  for  341,6  acres  to  Allen  Far¬ 
quhar,  being  parts  of  two  tracts  known  as  Sevitious  of  361  acers,  and 
Deuteronomy  of  413  acres.  The  deed  for  the  fulling  mill  tract  is 
dated  the  same  and  filed  the  same  day.  The  land  contained  in  latter 
was  part  of  two  tracts— one  called  Allen’s  Fancy  and  the  other  peace; 
the  whole  amount  of  land  thus  conveyed  was  36  acres. 

The  pried  Allen  Farquhar  paid  for  the  341,6  acres  of  land  is 
given  in  the  deed  as  467  pepnds,  18  shillings,  9  pence.  This  would 
approximate  ^2,000  in  American  money  today.  How  much  wealth  he  had 
I  can  only  guess.  That  he  was  well-to-do  I  have  no  doubt.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  seemed  to  be  possessed  with  much  goods  and 
♦chatties,  I  have  estimated  that  his  total  wealth  in  lands  and  other 
property  would  be  near  the  $10,000  mark. 

That  he  lived  in  the  Little  Redstone  district  in  the  year  of 
1792  I  have  it  on  here-say  word  that  he  helped  to  organize  and  build 
the  Providence  Quaker  church.  This  church  was  organized  and  built 
in  the  summer  of  that  year  • 

In  crossing  the  mountains  into  this  western  wilderness,  Allen 
Farquhar  and  his  followers  must  have  traveled  like  all  such  emigrants 
headed  toward  this  new  lend  of  Promise,  They  traveled  heavily-loaded 
by  wagon  or  horse-back;  many  even  journeyed  by  ox  team  and  some  on 
foot  seeking  this  new  Eldorado— same  as  the  Forty-niners, 

This  new  land  that  beckoned  them  so  hopefully  was  covered  with 
dense  forests  of  oak,  maple,  beach  and  other  hard  woods.  Scattered 
through  these  woods  only  a  few  log  cabins  could  be  found  at  the  time 
of  the  arrival  cf  my  great  great  grandfather.  The  roads  were  mere 
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lanes  through  an  otherwise  trackless  forest.  The  towns  had  just  been 
laid  down.  The  nearest  town  of  importance  7ns  Pittsburgh,  ?shich  had 
not  yet  shed  its  village  garb. 

It  was  a  vast  undertaking,  this  settlement  of  the  wilderness.  At 
first  the  men  felled  the  trees  out  of  v/hich  to  build  their  houses, 
plant  the  crops  between  the  stumps,  reap  a  sparce  harvest,  and  then 
live  through  the  frigid  vdnters  on  the  game  of  the  woods — a  wild 
game  found  everywhere  in  great  quantities.  At  first  it  was  a  grueling 
life,  yet  I  know  these  ancestors  of  mine  enjoyed  the  adventure. 

The  first  house  built  by  Allen  Farquhar  at  Little  P.edstone  was 
made  of  logs.  It  was  a  structure  in  the  form  of  two  houses  joined 
together  in  front  by  an  open-way,,  and  a  story-and-a-half ,  each  side 
containing  four  rooms.  A  stairway  ran  up  on  the  outside  in  the  open¬ 
way  to  the  second  story.  One  side  was  used  specially  by  the  women 
and  one  by  the  men;  this  was  a  custom  of  the  Quakers,  living  apart 
from  each  other. 

Ho  matter  how  crude  these  log  houses  were,  they  at  letfst  proved 
a  good  shelter  against  bad  -weather  • 

One  time  Tdiile  yet  a  young  man,  I  v.alked  with  father  to  the 
site  of  this  old  house.  Its  foundation  outline  was  plainly  discern- 
able  in  the  field  where  it  stood.  A  bouncing  bet  bloomed  by  the 
front  door;  a  yellow  ocherous  tinge  marked  the  spot  of  the  rude  stone 
chimney.  Yea,  the  plowing  and  cropping  of  years  had  not  yet  Triped  it 
all  out.  The  building  stood  up  until  the  1650's,  my  father  said, 
about  vdiich  time  its  huge  timbers  and  rough  workmanship  had  reverted 
to  the  elements. 

So  much  so  well  for  Allen  Farquhar  and  what  I  have  learned  of 
his  forbears.  The  rest  of  this  sketch  will  from  here  on  be  devoted 
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to  his  descer.dar.ts — at  least  of  as  many  of  then  as  I  have  been  able 
to  gather  material  pertaining  to  their  births,  deaths  and  the  manner 
in  which  they  lived.  The  compiling  of  this  material  has  been  a  hard 
task,  because  so  many  of  the  progeny  approached  proved  too  indiffer¬ 
ent  on  the  subject  for  good  results. 

Chapter  V 

Allen  Farquhar * s  Family  and  'Vi  11 

Allen  Farquhar  was  born  in  Maryland.  His  wife  was  Sarah  J.  Moore 
of  Frederick.  Before  migrating  to  Western  Pennsylvania  the  following 
children  were  born  to  this  union: 

.  Thomas,  born  November  IS,'  1751;  married  Hannah  Edmundson;  died  in 
1847  at  the  age  of  94. 

Sarah,  born  July  13,  1753;  married  Abram  Ellis;  died  in  Maryland 
at  the  age  of  1C2. 

William,  born  December  24,  1755;  married  Elizabeth  Talbott;  moved 
to  Richmond,  Ohio;  died  in  1854  at  the  age  of  99. 

Rachel,  born  February  24,  1764;  married  Jeremiah  Cook;  moved  to 
Richmond,  Ohio;  died  at  the  age  of  103. 

Robert,  born  July  7,  1766;  married  Esther  Dodson,  daughter  of 
Joseph  Dodson  of  Hagerstown;  moved  to  Fayette  county.  Pa.,  in  1792; 
died  at  the  brick  house  July  24,  1822.  I  an  descended  from  this 
Robert  Farquhar,  who  died  at  the  age  of  56. 

Mary,  born  November  6,  1769;  married  Joseph  Talbott;  noved  to 
Richmond,  Ohio;  died  in  1874  at  the  age  of  104. 

Samuel,  born  September  21,  1772;  married  Leah  Davis;  died  in  May, 

1839  aged  67. 

As  Allen  Farquhar  r/a s  the  first  of  the  generation  to  cross  the 
Allegheny  Mountains,  it  would  follow  that  his  children  would  be  of 
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the  Second.  How  many  children  of  the  Second  Generation  died  in  infancy 
I  have  no  record.  My  Aunt  Rachel  told  na  that  she  had  been  told  by 
her  Uncle  Samuel  that  three  of  then,  died  young.  These  deaths  must  have 
occurred  in  the  long  gap  between  births  from  1755  to  1766 — as  will  be 
seen  by  refference  to  the  above  dates. 

Will  of  Allen  Farquhar 

I,  Allen  Farquhar,  of  Washington  township,  Fayette  county,  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  being  in  common  health  of  body  and  of  sound  mind  and 
memory,  but  remembering  the  uncertainty  of  life,  do  make  and  consti¬ 
tute.  this  my  last  will  and  testament: 

Imprimis:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Sarah,  my  wife,  all  my  house¬ 
hold  goods  and  furniture,  ready  money,  stock  of  creatures  and  farm 
utensils  to  her,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  together  with  one-rhird  of  the 
land  whereon  I  now  live,  containing  341  acres,  to  be  freely  possessed 
by  her  during  her  widowhood. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  all  my  land  lying 
in  east  Bethleham  township,  V.'ashingtcn  county,  this  state,  being  109 
acres,  together  with  the  horse,  wagon  and  utensils  now  in  his  possess¬ 
ion.  *  ’ 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  William  one  hundred  acres 
whereon  he  nowlives. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Robert  on9  hundred  and  ten 
acres  at  the  upper  end  of  the  tract  I  now  live  on. 

Item:  I  give  unto  ray  son  Samuel  the  remainder,  being  the  part  I 
now  live  on,  being  131  acres  more  or  less. 

All  of  which  four  several  parts  of  land  I  will  and  bequeath  unto 
my  above  named  four  sons,  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 
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I ten:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  ny  three  daughters,  Sarah  Ellis, 
Rachel  Cook  and  Mary  Talbott,  the  sun  of  five  pounds  current  money 

apiece • 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Allen  Cook,  son  of  my  daughter 
Rachel,  the  two  parcels  of  land  lying  in  Little  Redstone,  in  this 
township,  joining  to  each  other,  the  one  being  part  of  a  tract  of 
land  called  Peace,  the  other  being  part  of  same,  containing  together 
thirty-five  acres  more  or  less,  together  with  the  Fulling  Mill  there¬ 
on  erected,  and  the  utensils  thereunto  belonging  or  in  anywise  apper¬ 
taining,  to  be  possessed  by  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

•  And  I  make,  constitute  and  ordain,  my  son  Thomas  Farquhar  sole 
executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby  revoking  and  uterly 
disannulling  all  former  wills  by  me  made  and  executors  named,  ratifying 
and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to  be  may  last  vdll  and  testament.

Chapter  VI 

Robert  Farquhar' s  Family  and  '.'ill- Third  Generation 

Robert  Farquhar,  son  of  Allen,  was  born  at  Eager stcv-n,  Maryland ; 
date  of  birth,  July  7,  1776;  date  of  death,  July  24,  1822;  age  56. 

He  married  Esther  Dodson  (date  unknov/n)  in  Maryland.  She  v/as  the 
daughter  of  Joseph  Dodson  and  Katherine  Plano  of  Yfelsh  descent,  both 
being  members  of  the  Established  church  of  England.  To  these  parents 
were  born;  Mary  who  married  John  Srightwell  and  lived  to  100  years  of 
age.  The  other  Dodson  children  v.-ere  Anna  T.to  married  Phillip  Price, 
William  who  married  Mary  Sutton.  Daniel  did  not  marry;  Rebecca 
married  a  Shings,  Sarah  a  Roselle,  Hannah  married  Uathaniel.  Stephens  • 

Esther,  vdfe  of  Robert  Farquhar,  was  born  in  1771;  died  November 
18,  1851;  aged  44  years.  To  them  were  born  the  following  children: 

Joseph,  born  October  21,  1789;  died  in  1796. 

Sarah,  born  April  4,  1793;  married  Benjamin  Brovn;  died  April  1, 
1835;  aged  42  years. 

Mary,  born  April  30,  1796;  marred  Levi  Stephens  in  1812;  died 
July  18,  1885,  in  90th  year. 

Robert,  born  July  19,  1798;  married  Mary  Masten  in  1825;  died 
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L!ay  14,  1876;  aged  78  years. 

William,  born  January  8,  18CO;  married  Sarah  !Ioss  in  1822;  died 
January  29,  1856;  aged  56  years. 

Esther,  born  !Iarch  11,  1805;  married  Samuel  Griffith  inarch  27, 
1823;  died  December  14,  1S04;  aged  101  years,  9  months,  3  days. 

Hannah,  born  llarch  6,  1806;  married  Seneca  HcCrory,  September 
-6,  1826;  died  November  22,  1899;  aged  93  years. 

Rachel,  born  February  8,  1809;  married  Aaron  Bugher  January  4, 
1838;  died  October  27,  1901;  aged  92  years. 

I  have  had  contact  with  all'  the  foregoing  except  Sarah  and

William.  Of  them  all  I  make  special  mention  in  some  of  the  pages 
following.  (Vhich  see.) 

I  am  descended  from  Allen  through  Robert,  through  ’.Vi Ilian,  through 
Zimri.  I  mention  this  so  that  th9  reader  nay  the  easier  find  my  lino 
of  descent  if  he  or  she  wishes.  Thile  ny  grandfather  died  intestate 
he  left  a  moderately  sized  estate  to  be  settled  through  the  ordinary 
procedure  of  law  covering  such  matters,  at  the  Court  House,  in  Union- 
town,  Pennsylvania • 

The  wills  I  herewith  quote  in  full  ware  a  part  of  the  code  of 
the  traditions  of  the  earlier  pioneering  families.  They  saved  con¬ 
fusion,  much  bickering  and  inconvenience  on  the  part  of  the  heirs. 

In  soma  instances  great  legal  controversies  followed  where  will  were 
not  considered  just.  But  on  the  whole  th9y  saved  time  and  expense 
to  the  legatees. 

It  is  with  the  above  passing  comment  that  I  go  on  to  the  vri.ll  of 
my  great  grandfather,  Robert  Farquhar. 
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Vfill  of  Robert  Farquhar 


This  the  sixteenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty- two  (1822),  I,  Robert '  Farquhar  of  Fayette  County,  'Washington 
township,  Connonv;ealth  of  Pennsylvania,  being  weak  in  body  but  of 
sound  mind  and  memory,  therefore  calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my 
body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  to  die,  do  make  and 
ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament— 

•  First  of  all,  I  order  that  my  body  be  buryed  in  a  Christian  like 

and  descant  manner  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executors . and 

touching  such  worldly  affairs  and  estate  where  with  it  hath  pleased 
Divine  Providence  to  bless  me  vrith  in  this  life,  I  give,  devise  and 
dispose  of  in  the  following  manner  and  form: 

Imprimis:  It  13  my  will  and  I  do  order  that  in  the  first  place 
all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  charges  be  paid  and  satisfied. 

Item:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Sarah  Brown,  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  exclusive  of  what  I  gave  here  before. 

Item:  I  likewise  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughtor  llary  Steph- 
ens  Five  Hundred  Dollars  exclusive  of  what  I  gave  here  before. 

Item:  I  7ri.ll  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Robert  the  farm  that  I 

now  live  on,  containing  119  acres  of  land,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
forever • 

Item:  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  7/illiam  what  is  called  my 

old  place,  whereon  Thomas  Shrive  now  resides,  containing  110  acres, 
to  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

Item:  I  ’.rill  and  bequeath  unto  my  three  daughters,  Hester, 
Hannah,  and  Rachel  each  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  one  horse  creature, 
one  cow,  one  barrow,  one  feather  bed  with  bedstead,  one  saddle,  four

sheep,  six  chairs — split  bottom — six  pevrter  plates,  one  set  of  tea- 

Y 
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cups  and  saucers  7ith  teapot  and  sugar  bowl,  one  set  of  knives  and 
forks;  all  the  above  to  be  in  value  equal  to  '.That  I  gave  to  ny  two 
oldest  daughters,  Sarah  and  Hary. 

It  is  ny  will  that  the  executors  pay  the  cash  legacies  to  my 
daughters  if  they  have  collected  so  much  of  my  outstanding  debts  in 
twelve  months  after  my  decease,  but  if  not  collected  they  are  to 
wait  until  it  can  or  be  made  out  of  the  fruit  that  will  grow  on  my 
orchards.  Sxcept  my  daughter  Rachel’s  legacy  which  I  do  order  my 
executors  to  keep  in  their  hands  until  she,  the  said  Rachel,  should 
marry  or  arrive  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and,  in  either  case, 
then  I  do  allov/  and  order  my  executors  to  pay  her  legacy  so  soon  as 
logally  demanded;  and  for  use  of  s'd  legacy  or  money  I  do  allow  my 
executors  to  have  the  s'd  Rachel  taught  to  be  vhat  would  be  a  good 
scholar,  and  find  hor  vitualling  and  clothing  during  the  s’d  time;  . 
though  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  Hester  and  Hannah  has  got  their 
shares  alluded  to  above. 

Item:  I  do  will  and  bequeath  unto  ay  two  sons,  Robert  and 
William,  all  my  personal  estate  of  all  kinds  vhatever  there  may  be, 
both  in  doors  and  out,  by  then  paying  the  legacys  as  described  be¬ 
fore;  and  it  is  my  will  that  if  any  differences  should  arise  with 
respect  to  dividing  my  personal  property  or  anything  respecting  this 
my  will  I  do  allow  and  request  the  concerned  to  call  on  Samuel  Cope, 
Nathaniel  Stephens,  and  James  D.  Cope  to  settle  and  help  divide  or 
compromise  any  and  all  of  s’d  disputes,  in  all  cases  a  majority  to 
be  final.  There  is  a  claim  on  William  Griffith's  place,  which  I  do 
order  and  allow  the  proceeds  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  s'd 
Robert  and  ’.7i Ilian. 
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Item:  I  Trill  and  bequeath  Fifty  Dollars  to  Jean,  the  daughter 

of  Margaret  Rees,  formerly  Margaret  Moon,  7diich  Fifty  Dollars  is  in 

% 

the  hands  of  James  D.  Cope,  which  I  do  order  and  allow  the  s’s  James 
to  pay  the  interest  of  s'd  Fifty  Dollars  every  year  for  schooling 
til©  s'd  Jean;  and  when  she  arrives  at  the  age  of  receiving  s'd  legacy 
I  do  order  and  allow  the  s'd  James  D.  Cope  to  pay  the  s'd  Fifty 
Dollars  to  the  s'd  before  mentioned  Jean;  but  if  the  s'd  Jean  should 
die  before  she  should  arrive  at  that  age  the  s'd  Fifty  Dollars  to 
be  paid  to  my  two  sons  equally.

Item:  I  likewise  constitute,  make  and  ordain  my  only  and  sola 
Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  my  two  -will-beloved 
sons,  namely,  Robert  Farquhar  and  T.'illian  Farquhar.  And  I  do  hereby 
utterly  disannul  and  revoke  all  other  formal  will  and  testament,  rat¬ 
ifying  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament.

Chapter  VII 

The  Two  Brothers  and  Five  Sisters 
Of  the  seven  children  of  Robert  Farquhar  (i)  to  grow  to  maturity, 
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I  knew  all  of  them  personally  but  my  grandfather  and  one  sister  Sarah. 
She  died  in  1835;  he  died  in  1856;  both  in  middle  life.  On  the  four 
sisters  who  lived  well  up  toward  the  century  mark,  I  knew  Esther 
Griffith,  l!ary  Stephens,  Eann&h.  ilcCrory,  and  Rachel  Bugher.  ?!y  grand¬ 
father  1 s  brother  Robert ( II )  died  in  1876,  when  I  was  but  11  years  of 
age#  I  have  only  a  passing  remembrance  of  him  as  a  retired  farmer  in 
the  brick  house  built  by  his  father  Robert  (l)  in  1818,  now  occupied 
and  owned  by  the  direct  descendants  of  the  Original  Allen  Farquhar, 
who  bought  the  said  farm,  now  a  part  of  the  original  purchase  of  340 
acres,  in  1795 • 

Thus  this  farm  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Farquhar  family 
for  over  150  years.  The  two  last  to  hold  the  place  are  the  sons  of 
Robert  (ill) — Allen  and  Horace,  the  fifth  generation. 

My  Grandfather  TTilliam 

Sometimes  I  have  the  impression  that  I  once  personally  knew  my 
grandfather  ".Villiam  Farquhar,  although  he  died  nine  years  before  my 
birth.  I  know  this  feeling  is  but  a  fancy  but  it  comes  to  me  as  the 
result  of  long  tears  of  association  with  my  father,  Zinri  Farquhar,  s 
son  of  William,  who  always  talked  of  his  father  as  one  present  in  his 
mind  and  as  a  part  of  his  activities  through  life.  Vhile  my  father 
lived  only  a  short  22  yoars  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  yet  his 
father  had  much  to  do  with  shaping  his  character. 

"Father  lYilliam  was  a  mild  mannered  man,"  I  of  ton  heard  my  father 
say.  "He  was  six  feet  two  inches  tall,  raw-boned,  strong,  hardy,  very 
amiable,  honest,  and  like  the  Quaker  that  he  was,  his  word  was  as  good 
as  his  note  among  all  who  knew  him.  His  head  was  large  and  covered 
with  red  hair.  His  brown  eyes  set  beneath  deep  brows  were  sparkles  of 
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kindliness.  His  cheeks  were  pink  and  his  beard  was  light.  ’Talking 
straight  as  a  soldier,  he  was  a  man  among  men,  noted  for  his  pleasant 
smile  and  happy  mien. 

"Father  v/as  a  farmer — a  tiller  of  the  soil — yet  I  do  not  remem¬ 
ber  or  ever  seeing  him  labor  in  his  fields,  of  which  he  had  many.  He 
was  a  manager  in  its  broadest  sense;  he  had  others  labor  for  him.  And 
he  was  a  successful  as  any  other  member  of  his  community,  and  a  little 
more,  for  I  never  knew  of  him  failing  in  any  of  his  many  farming  oper¬ 
ations.  He  had  lands,  chatties,  and  farm  stock  equal,  if  not  more, 
than  any  of  his  fellow  farmers.  He  conducted  three  farms,  including 
his  hone  place — the  Stone  Eouse  where  he  lived — becoming  one  of  the 
leading  money  lenders  of  his  township. 

"His  chief  failing  was  his  honest  Quaker ian.  He  followed  the 
Churchs1  tenants  to  the  last  letter  of  its  demands.  In  so  doing,  he 
loaned  money  on  "word  of  mouth"  methods.  That  is,  he  lent  his  money 
without  a  note  or  any  kind  of  security  as  practiced  by  others.  As  a 
result  of  this  practice  many  of  his  loon  outs  failed  to  be  collected 
in  due  course,  and  remain  uncollected  to  this  day.  As  such  altruistic 
practices  were  in  vogue  among  the  Quakers  in  his  day  father  never 
thought  to  break  his  religious  precedents.  Father  alv/ays  taught  that 
if  one  could  not  trust  by  word  of  mough  his  not9  was  also  of  no  value. 
Iflhile  it  might  be  good  as  a  religious  faith  it  was  bad  as  a  business 
policy. 

"Father  died  from  the  effects  of  blood  poison  resulting  from  a 
splinter  of  wood  running  into  the  index  finger  of  the  lift  hand.  This 
happened  in  the  month  of  January,  1856.  Snow  was  deep  over  the  coun¬ 
tryside.  Dr.  Duncan  Ramsey  of  Brownsville,  Pa.,  came  daily  to  see  him 
traveling  the  nine  miles  by  sleigh.  Of  course  the  treatment  f^r  such 
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diseases  was  crude  in  those  days,  hut  it  v.as  the  best  in.  nedical 
practice.  For  days  father  lay  mortally  sick  at  his  home — the  Stone 
House,  with  many  friends  dropping  daily  seeking  news  on  the  progress 
of  his  fight  for  life,  which  seemed  i raiment . 

"Finally  he  died  in  great  agony  on  January  29,  1855,  in  the  56th 
year  of  his  age.  His  funeral  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  our  town¬ 
ship.  Close  to  two  hundred  sleighs  and  other  vehicles  accompanied  the 
body  to  the  Quaker  cemetery,  near  "Red  Lion,  on  the  hill  overlooking 
the  country  for  many  miles  around.  The  funeral  cortage  was  nearly  two 
miles  long— a  sight  long  to  be  remembered  by  all  in  attendance •  Short 
services  were  held  at  the  church,  and  he  was  laid  away  in  an  unmarked 
grave,  as  was  the  custom  of  the  Quakers,  by  the  side  of  other  fellow 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  And  there  he  lies  to  this  day,  un¬ 
marked,  unsung,  and  almost  forgouton  now  by  his  many  descendants. 

"Father  vas  a  good  man,  a  noble  nan,  and  his  loss  vas  most  deeply 
felt  by  all  who  knew  him,  or  loved  him  for  his  amiable  disposition. 

But  his  family  missed  him  most,  both  for  his  kindness  and  generosity." 

It  was  such  stories  as  these  that  my  father  told  me  during  my 
association  vn.th  him  that  I  now  recount  as  the  most  vital  in  this 
family  history.  Yea,  he  told  me  more,  but  much  of  it  has  left  my 

• 

memory  in  the  interim  of  the  years.  Is  it  any  wonder  then  in  my  thus 

reviewing  the  incidents  that  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  of  having 

known  my  grandfather  personally?  It  is  therefore  that  I  place  the 
halo  on  his  brow — like  that  of  some  other  men  of  more  historic  renown. 
I  was  led  to  believe  that  he  had  all  the  graces  of  an  unherlded  god, 

built  out  of  the  common  mould  of  life,  too  refined  to  last  long  among 

men  of  ignoble  birth. 
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My  Grandmother 


In  thus  eulogizing  my  grandfather,  I  must  not  forget  I  had  a 
grandmother  as  famed  as  he.  Her  maiden  name  was  Hannah  Moss,  daughter 
of  Trillion  Moss,  a  family  living  nearby  in  the  community.  VJhilo  my 
grandfather  •was  a  man  of  many  good  parts,  she  wa s  a  woman  of  strong 
trill  and  forceful  character.  At  the  age  of  20,  Hannah  Moss  became  my 
grandfather’s  wife .  V.hile  she  bore  his  children,  she  was  the  main¬ 
spring  behind  his  success  as  a  farmer* 

She  labored  long  hours  to  achieve  what  she  considered  her  duty 
as  a  wife  and  mother.  She  cooked  and  baked;  kept  the  household  in 
order;  carded  the  wool  and  linen  she  va>ve  into  goods  for  wearing 
apparel  for  her  increasing  and  growing  family.  Besides  she  milked 
the  cows,  tended  the  ducks  and  geese  and  in  season,  picked  them,  fed 
the  chickens,  made  the  butter,  and  gathered  in  the  eggs.  Once  a  week, 
weather  permitting,  she  rode  her  horse  to  market  in  Fayette  City. 

If  anybody  elso  in  her  coun ty  ever  did  more  than  my  grandmother 
toward  creating  and  establishing  a  household,  I  have  heard  of  none  to 
excell  her  in  this  endeavor.  She  v/as  the  driving  force  behind  the 
home  catadel.  All  her  children  but  one,  which  died  in  infancy,  grew 
to  maturity,  married  in  due  course,  and  went  out  into  the  world,  to 
forge  for  themselves.  >, 

Thus  for  34  years  she  played  her  part;  then,  when  her  husband 
died,  she  was  switched  into  a  lonely  retirement  that  lasted,  by  rea¬ 
son  of  arbitrary  laws,  for  another  34  years.  She  was  born  April  22, 
1802,  and  died  April  27,  1887,  a  little  past  85  years  in  age.  In 
brief  this  was  my  grandmother,  the  mother  of  ny  father. 
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The  Stone  House 


It  vas  always  called  the  "Stone  House,"  the  house  in  which  my 
grandfather  and  my  grandmother  cade  their  hone.  It  was  a  substantial 
structure,  built  from  cut-stone  quarried  fron  the  hill  back  of  the  sit9. 
The  house  v.-as  never  finished.  A  front  veranda  was  planned,  but  on 
account  of  the  untimely  death  of  my  grandfather  this  work  Y.as  never 
completed.  At  the  back  was  an  EL#  with  a  proch  on  the  side.  The 
sn&ll  stone  building  on  the  left  was  the  spring  house,  over  a  never 
failing  spring.  The  log  frame  to  the  left  is  the  remnant  of  a  former 
spring  house  and  a  workshop  combined. 

Preparations  for  the  construction  of  the  Stone  House  began  in 
the  spring  of  1838.  The  stone  was  quarried  from  the  hillside  back  of 
the  site.  The  timber  from  which  the  lumber  v.-as  vrorked  out  was  cut 
from  the  forest  trees  on  the  land.  This  was  sawed  into  lumber  by  a 
local  mill,  put  away  into  the  hay-loft  of  the  barn  to  dry,  so  as  to 
make  ready  for  the  carpenters  to  convert  into  the  finished  product. 

Oak  only  was  used  for  this  v/ork—  for  the  joists,  rafters,  stairway, 
doors,  floors,  etc.  The  Y/indov/  frames  and  sash  were  of  valnut. 

The  contractor  for  the  stcne  v/ork  and  plaster  vas  Edvard  !.'ans- 
field  of  Fayette  City.  He  quarried  the  rock,  shaped  it  into  fora, 
made  the  mortar  out  of  lime,  burned  on  the  ground  and  sand  dug  from 
the  little  creek  that  ran  before  the  house.  Thomas  Taggert  of  Eelle 
Vernon  was  the  contractor  for  tho  woodwork.  It  is  said  that  it  was  in 
this*  house  the  first  mill-worked  lumber  vas  used  in  the  country. 

So  well  did  the  builder  and  his  mechanics  plan  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  this  dwelling  that  it  was  not  finished  until  January,  1645, 
when  the  family  took  possession.  That  would  be  seven  years  after  the 
plans  were  laid.  Today  (1944)  seven  months  would  be  a  limit — and 

\, 
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seven  days  often  suffices.  The  total  cost  of  labor  for  the  woodwork 
was  $500  cash— not  a  big  sun,  but  wages  were  low.  My  father  did  not 
know  the  cost  of  the  stone  work,  but  it  was  proportionately  large. 

My  grandparents  ware  narried  in  the  sunner  of  1822.  She  was  born 
near  the  present  Fairchonc9,  south  of  Uniontown.  Her  mother  was  Mary 
Rose,  her  father  ".'illiam  Moss,  an  elder  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
that  district,  when  ny  grandmouker  was  a  child  the  illstarred  Folly 
7/hite  was  her  nurse,  and  while  so  Polly  V.hite  crochetted  the  letters 
of  the  alphabet  and  the  minerals  from  one  to  ten  on  a  piece  of  linen 
cloth.  It  was  from  this  that  my  grandmother  learned  to  say  her  ABC's 
and  to  count  up  to  100.  (istill  have  this  in  my  possession.) 

The  date  of  the  time  that  Trillion  Moss  moved  from  Fairchance  to 
Red  Lion  is  not  known.  My  grandmother  said  it  was  when  she  was  a 
"little  girl  not  in  her  teens .rt  But  after  she  and  Trillion  ware  mar- 
ried  they  set  up  housekeeping  in  the  old  log  house  close  to  the  site 
of  the  Stone  House.  This  old  log  house  was  built  by  my  grandfather's 
father,  Robert  Farquhar  (i);  but  after  the  erection  of  the  brick  in 
1818  he  moved  to  it,  where  he  died  in  1622. 

I  remember  the  log  barn  that  vras  a  part  of  the  stone  house  appen¬ 
dage*  It  was  a  story  and  a  half  structure  made  entirely  of  logs,  all 
'Of  a  uniform  size.  On  one  side  there  was  an  over-shea.  I  viewed  it 
as  a  boy  and  I  can't  now  recall  my  reactions  on  first  looking  upon  its 
venerable  architecture;  but  I  know  that  it  was  then  in  the  last  stage 
of  disintegration.  It  had  been  used  for  three-quarters  of  a  century. 

It  7/as  in  this  log  house  that  all  of  their  children  ware  born; 
and  it  was  here  that  all  but  one  grew  to  maturity.  It  was  also  to  the 
new  Stone  Rouse  that  Aunt  Rachel  (Farquhar)  Bugher  came  with  her  four 
small  children  in  1648  after  the  death  of  her  husband  in  Cincinnati 

the  year  beofre.  It  was  while  living  here  that  Aunt  Rachel  stayed 
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while  sha  taught  a  few  terns  of  school  in  the  Little  Redstone  School 
Eouse  before  going  to  herself  to  town  in  Fayette  City  to  teach. 

My  grandfather  died  without  having  made  a  Trill,  as  a  result  his 
©state  was  put  to  a  forced  sale  by  the  heir3j  it  was  sold  and  the 
proceeds  divided.  Aside  from  the  Stone  Eouse  he  had  three  other  farns 
all  in  good  running  order.  In  buying  these  farns  It  was  his  plan  to 
leave  one  to  each  of  his  male  heirs'.  But  he  died  too  soon  to  carry 
out  his  plans. 

The  Stone  Eouse  and  land  was  sold  to  John  C.  T*ork,  v/ho  held  it 
for  over  40  years  before  disposing  it.  Nearby  this  he  had  what  was 
locally  known  as  "The  Vhite  House,"  because  it  was  frame  and  painted 
white.  The  other  farn  was  part  of  the  Nutt  estate  and  later  became 
known  as  the  "John  TVycoff"  place.  The  third  was  also  part  of  the 
Hutt  estate,  and  became  known  as  the  Mansfield  Farm,  which  lator  be¬ 
came  part  of  the  James  McCrory  big  farn. 

From  all  of  these  farms  and  estates  ny  grandmother  drew  an  in¬ 
come  called  the  "Widow* s  Third"  the  rest  of  her  life. 

So  it  was  that  by  the  lack  of  the  law  of  intail  all  ny  grand¬ 
father*  s  farns  went  into  other  hands;  and  so  they  stand  to  this  day. 

Chapter  Till 
The  Brother  Robert 

My  grandfather  had  but  one  brother,  Robert  Farquhar .  He  was  born 
in  1789  and  died  in  1676.  He  lived  all  his  life  in  almost  the  iden¬ 
tical  spot  of  his  nativity.  As  a  boy  I  knew  him  passing  well,  but  not 
so  well  as  my  grandather  whom  I  knew  mostly  by  hero-say, 

Tthile  my  grandfather  was  tall  and  spare,  six  feet  two  inches  tall 
and  a  little  stooped,  his  brother  Robert  was  short  and  "dumpy".  But 
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he  had  deep  set  brown  eyes  like  my  grandfather,  rudy  cheeks  and  sandy 
hair  on  a  head  inclined  to  baldness.  I  recall  that  he  vas  fat,  tend¬ 
ing  toward  corpulence • 

I  know  nothing  of  his  character,  but  I  have  heard  he  had  similar 
.  traits  to  ny  grandfather,  and  was  a  success  as  a  farmer.  VJien  he 
passed  away  on  May  14,  1676,  he  left  money  to  his  two  daughters  and  a 
farm  to  each  of  his  three  sons  • 

His  descendants  still  live  in  the  brick  house  built  by  his  father 
Robert  (I),  in  1818.  This  is  an  ordinary  brick  on  the  site  of  a  leg 

•  r 

house  that  stood  by  the  copious  spring’ that  has  always  supplied  the 
household  and  still  us-^d  by  his  descendants  as  a  spring  house. 

Robert* s  wife  was  Mary  Mastin,  daughter  of  a  nearby  prosperous 
farmer,  who  also  lived  in  a  brick  house  built  many  years  ago.  Of  her 
family  I  know  nothing  more  than  that  they  were  among  the  most  substan¬ 
tial  in  the  countryside • 

The  Five  Sisters 

My  grandfather  had  five  sisters.  Except  one,  Sarah  Brown,  all 
were  noted  for  thoir  longivity.  'And  all  were  noted  for  the  lea* go 
families  that  they  raised,  to  become  the  leading  citizens  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  They  all  became  known  as  "Aunts"  to  all  their  descendants  ar.d 
hundreds  of  friends  in  the  country  round.  All  of  then  graced  the 
countryside  in  which  they  dwelled  as  fabled  heroines  in  a  long  for¬ 
gotten  era.  They  were  all  mild-mannered,  gentle- tempered,  with  a 
leaning  toward  a  normal  piety  that  was  an  essential  part  of  their  good 
fortune.  A  mother  wit  so  combined  in  their  natures  as  to  make  for 
them  all  a  long  and  happy  married  life. 

I  knew  the  four  sisters  personally.  VZhilo  yot  a  coy  and  after  I 

had  come  to  young  manhood  I  dinod  at  each  of  thoir  boards  as  one  of 
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the  family.  Indeed,  they  were  remarkable  women,  growing  old,  in  their 
tine,  as  substantial  bulwarks  to  the  feminine  side  of  a  prosperous 
country  community. 

There  was  munt  Hetty  Griffity,  the  oldest  of  then  all;  she  died 
in  the  102nd  year  of  her  age.  Aunt  Polly  Stephens  died  in  her  SOth 
year;  Aunt  Hannah  1'cCrory  in  her  93rd,  and  aunt  Rachel  Bugher  in  her 
91st,  I  have  before  me  a  photograph  taken  of  then  all  together  v.hile 
Aioit  Polly  had  just  passed  the  89th  year  and  was  entering  her  90th, 
Poliy(s  death  v/as  the  result  of  an  accident.  Tihile  descending  the 
stairway  at  her  home  she  slipped  and  fell,  breaking  a  hip,  which 
hastened  her  end.  -  • 

The  one  sister,  Sarah  Brown,  died  young.  Her  husband  ras  Ben¬ 
jamin  Brown,  operating  a  cooperage  factory  close  to  the  Quaker  Church 
during  all  his  lifetime.  His  v/ife  Sarah  died  in  1835,  at  the  age  of 
42  years. 

Aunt  Rachel  Bugher 

Of  course  I  was  growing  up  Y/hile  Aunt  Rachel  (Farquhar)  3ugner 
was  growing  old.  Daily,  in  good  weather,  I  would  meet  her  on  the 
streets  of  our  little  town  on  my  v/ay  to  and  from  school.  She  Yras 
either  out  for  a  walk  or  marketing.  Her  salutation  to  ms  was  always 
cordial  and  gracious.  She  spoke  often,  asking  about  my  health  and 
that  of  the  folks  at  hone. 

One  day  in  early  L'ay,  when  I  vas  but  14  years  of  age,  I  was 
,atanding  of  a  street  corner  in  the  town  with  other  boys,  many  of  whom 
•were  my  cousins  of  various  degrees  of  consanquinty.  Aunt  Rachel  came 
along.  Seeing  us  all  together,  she  stopped  and  siid:  ,rKow  many  are 
you?  Counting  1,  2,  5,  4,  and  up  to  12.  Twelve!  Would  you  believe 


it  l"  I  never  knew  before  that  I  had  so  many  grand-nephews— and  all 
in  this  town.  How  you  do  gro w  up'.  Soon  you  will  all  be  men  and 
having  families  of  your  ownl  But  be  good  boys,  and  keep  ot  of  mis¬ 
chief." 

Such  was  Aunt  ?„achel  in  greeting  us,  on  the  streets  or  anywhere. 
She  always  had  a  word  of  wholesome  advice  for  us.  I  recall  her  with 
a  lot  of  gladness  for  her  greeting  that  day  so  long  ago.  She  was  a 
tall," spare-faced  woman,  just  entering  her  70th  year.  She  had  light 
brown  eyes,  very  fair  skin,  and  a  crop  of  heavy  hair,  which  v.as  turn¬ 
ing  gray.  She  carried  no  surplus  flesh,  and  was  about  five  feet  nine 
inches  tall,  and  had  a  springy  step. 

As  a  boy  and  as  a  young  nan  I  often  had  visited  Aunt  Rachel  in 
her  hone  in  our  town.  3ut  the  last  time  I  saw  her  was  in  the  autumn 
of  1899.  V.hile  on  a  visit  to  my  parents  I  called  on  her  to  pay  ny 
respects.  I  found  her  sorene  and  happy.  She  invited  me  to  stay  for 
tea;  I  accepted.  For  two  hours  or  nore  we  talked.  V.hile  her  raid 
prepared  the  repast  she  sat  in  an  old-fashioned  chair  holding  her 
spectacles  in  her  right  hand.  To  me  it  v.as  an  august  occasion.  She 
appeared  so  distinguished,  sitting  there  in  black,  just  talking  as 
she  had  always  done  before;  casually  and  for  my  benefit.  I  could  not 
believe  she  was  in  her  90th  year  of  age • 

But  what  did  we  talk  about?  llostly  of  things  pertaining  to  her 
family— her  father,  her  mother,  and  her  brothers  and  sisters,  and  of 
her'  07m  immediate  family  of  children — now  all  gone  each  to  his  or  her 

X 

respective  hone  in  new  communities. 

flhile  she  talked  I  made  copious  notes  of  her  words,  and  from  old 
faded  papers  she  handed  me  from  which  to  copy.  Thus  it  is  that  I  was 
provided  with  much  of  the  material  I  herewith  use  in  ny  sketch  of  the 
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Allen  Farquhar  generation  and  that  of  her  own.  Then  she  told  me 
several  anecdotes  about  her  Uncle  Sanuel  Farquhar,  which  I  think 
•worthy  of  repeating. 

Her  Uncle  Sanuel  had  gone  to  Ohio,  she  said,  to  visit  his  broth¬ 
er  Tfillian,  who  had  migrated  there  from  Maryland.  Returning,  Sanuel 
came  by  the  v.-ay  of  the  present  site  of  Oil  City,  He  found  oil  flow¬ 
ing  from  the  ground.  Securing  some  in  a  bottle  he  brought  it  hone  as 
a  curiosity  to  show  to  the  neighbors;  eventually  to  use  some  of  it  in 
an  old  oil-wick  lamp.  It  proved  a  success  as  illuminating  fluid. 

Her  Uncle  Sanuel  Farquhar,  she  said,  was  a  giant  of  a  nan.  He 
was  over  six  feet  tall,  weighed  250  pounds  and  was  as  strong  as  an 
ox.  He  could  lift  a  500  pound  weight  up  over  his  head  with  ease.  On 
one  occasion,  while  on  a  return  trip  fron  Philadelphia,  (to  which  place 
they  had  to  haul  their  products  to  market,)  the  outfit  was  held  up  by 
highwaymen.  In  the  onslaught  that  followed,  her  Uncle  Sanuel  picked 
up  the  leader  of  the  gang  and  hurled  hin  over  the  hillside.  The  vic¬ 
tim  struck  a  tree  and  broke  his  neck.  The  rest  of  the  highwaymen 
fled  • 

After  her  marriage  to  Aaron  Bugher  in  1938,  Aunt  Rachel  went  to 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  live,  where  her  husband  had  but  a  3hort  tine 
before  going  into  a  manufacturing  business  for  himself.  Her  husband 
•was  a  prominent  man  in  Pennsylvania  politics,  having  been  a  member  of 
the  state  Legislature,  and  was  considered  well-to-do.  Her  four  chil¬ 
dren  were  born  in  Cincinnati — one  son  and  three  daughters. 

Aunt  Rachel  did  not  tell  me,  but  others  did,  that  her  husband 
was  caught  in  the  cholera  s courage  of  that  city  in  1847,  and  died. 

She  returned  to  Fayette  City,  after  her  husband's  death,  to  bring 
up  her  family  and  spend  the  rest  of  her  days— 58  years  as  a  widow. 

As  her  family  grew  up,  they  found  husbands  and  established  homes  of 
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their  own  in  distant  parts  • 

In  her  youth  she  mas  a  local  school  teacher*  Her  first  work  wds 

at  the  Little  Redstone  school  house  before  her  marriage.  Ther  after 
\ 

returning,  she  resumed  in  the  sane  stone  building  where  she  had  before 
taught.  Later  she  taught  several  terns  in  the  Fayette  City  schools. 

It  was  provided  in  her  father* s  will  that  she  be  given  an  edu¬ 
cation — if  susceptible.  As  a  child  and  well  into  her  formative  years 
she  was  tutored  by  Samuel  C.  Griffith,  v/ho  later  became  her  brother-in- 
law.  He  was  a  schoolmaster  himself  and  taught  the  young  lady  all  that 
he  knew  of  the  art. 

As  a  girl.  Aunt  Rachel  was  a  Quaker  like  the  rest  of  her  family. 
She  followed  the  faith  of  her  father  until  that  sect  had  faded  out  in 
her  district.  Sho  first  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  then 
later  in  life  attached  herself  to  the  Christian  church,  of  v.hich  she 
was  a  consistant  member  the  rest  of  her  life. 

Aunt  Rachel  never  talked  to  me  of  things  material.  Here  was 
always  of  the  things  spiritual,  in  which. she  v/as  well  versed.  She 
believed  in  the  holy  sacrament  of  baptism  by  water — that  is,  to  her, 
immersion  in  water  was  the  only  method  of  salvation.  She  believed 
much  in  prophesy,  especially  under  divine  influence.  Once  sho  gave 
me  a  little  book  entitled,  "The  Millennium  Da-.vn."  She  told  me  to 
take  it  home  and  read.  I  did,  and  was  much  impressed. 

Her  first  house  in  town,  after  coming  home  as  a  widow,  was  on 
Towp  pill,  in  fayette  City.  From  its  front  porch  and  upper  v/indov/s 
she  had  a  sweeping  view  of  the  narrow  Monong&hela  Valley.  How  long 
she  lived  here,  I  don*t  know.  But  in  the  year  1883  she  sold  this 
hill  house  and  moved  to  one  on  the  river  bank  down  in  the  tovn.  Here 
she  spent  her  remaining  years,  and  here  she  died,  in  the  91st  year  of 
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age,  honored  and  loved  to  the  last  by  all  who  knew  her.  Such  was  ny 
Aunt  Rachel — an  aristocrat  with  democratic  ways  • 

Aunt  Hannah  KcCrory 

Of  the  four  Far quhar  sisters  I  knew  Aunt  Hannah  McCrory  least  of 
all*  She  was  more  retired,  more  reserved  than  the  other  three.  She 
did  not  go  about  as  much  as  her  sisters;  she  was  a  home  body  in  the 
strict  sense.  As  a  boy  I  would  take  milk  to  her  house,  sometimes 
■would  be  invited  to  dine,  and  often  did.  She  was  friendly,  kindly, 
gracious,  yet  she  didn*t  have  us  about  her  like  in  the  case  of  any  of 
her  sisters.  She  seemed  more  distant,  farther  away  from  us;  yet 
everybody  called  her  "Aunt  Eannah."  One  of  the  reasons  of  this  dis¬ 
tance  between  her  and  her  grand  nephews  and  grand  nieces  is  perhaps 
the  fact  that  she  had  a  maiden  daughter  to  keep  house  and  a  bachelor 
son  as  her  constant  household  companions. 

Aunt  Hannah  was  born  llarch  6,  1905;  died  November  22,  1899,  when 
she  had  passed  her  93rd  birthday.  On  September  6,  1826,  she  married 
Seneca  UcCrory,  a  cabinet  maker  of  the  town.  They  lived  practically 
all  their  married  life  in  the  same  house  where  they  first  went  to 
housekeeping,  and  where  she  spent  her  widowhood  years,  and  where  she 
died.  Here  all  her  children  were  born;  here  her  husband  died;  and  it 
was  here  her  family  grew  up,  going  out  into  the  world,  one  by  one,  to 
make  hones  of  their  own. 

In  her  later  years.  Aunt  Hannah  was  aflicted  with  rheumatism. 
This  prevented  her  from  going  about  much.  In  stature,  she  was  short, 
not  over  five  feet  four  inches  tall,  was  stooped,  yet  she  walked  up¬ 
rightly  enough  considering  her  ailment.  She  had  the  caaracteristic 
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life  she  Joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  living  as  a  consistant 
member • 

Aunt  Polly  Stephens  •  • 

Aunt  Mary  (Farquhar)  Stephens  died  -when  I  was  20  years  ole — in 
1885*  The  date  of  her  birth  -was  April  ^30,  1735;  date  of  her  death  was 
July  18,  1885*  This  would  make  her  a  few  months  over  89  years.  Cause 
of  her  death  was  as  a  result  of  falling  down  the  stairs  at  her  home, 
breaking  her  hip,  from  which  she  did  not  recover.  She  married  Levi 
Stephens  in  1812,  at  the  age  of  16  years. 

Aunt  Polly,  as  she  was  familiarly  known  by  everybody  all  her  life 
•was  the  real  boss  of  the  Stephens  farm  and  household.  She  was  tail- 
five  feet  eleven— strong,  robust,  big  of  frarae  and  angular  in  form. 

In  the  vernacular,  she  was  a  "staver”  in  size,  and  for  work.  As  to 
work,  she  performed  all  the  duties  of  the  household— first  in  a  log 
oabin  and  later  in  the  big  brick,  which  they  built  in  1825.  Like  ay 
grandmother.  Aunt  Polly  carded  the  flax  and  the  wool  for  the  yarn  and 
the  skeins  that  whe  wove  into  cloth  to  make  the  family  wearing  apparel. 
She  did  all  this  while  cooking  the  meals  of  her  ever  increasing  family 
of  children.  And  these  were  many. 

I  spent  many  a  day  as  a  boy  growing  up  at  this  brick  farm  house 
(now  owned  and  occupied  by  one  of  her  grandchildren,  Mrs.  Alex  Mont¬ 
gomery.)  At  apple-picking  time  in  autumn  I  would  go  v;ith  my  father 
to  help  pick  apples  and  make  cider  at  the  very  large  hand-made  press 
n ear  the  house.  This  was  jolly  fun  for  all  the  children — this  going 
to  the  cider  press  in  apple-picking  time.  That  we  all  drank  freshly- 
made  cider  is  beyond  question;  it  is  a  part  of  the  happy  memories  of 
those  other  de.ys  ; 

\  • 

One  Easter  Sunday,  I  believe  in  1879,  I  was  there  for  dinner  with 
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ten  cousins  of  mins  and  grand  nephews  of  Aunt  Polly,  I  recall  very 
little  about  the  repast  that  day.  I  know  we  had  fun,  for-  he  would  be 
a  low-witted  child  indeed  who  did  not,  I  know  dinner  was  served  us 
by  the  host  herself — Aunt  Po'ly,  who  then  was  past  the  80  mark  in  age. 
I  know  that  we  had  eggs,  many  of  them,  and  fried  ham;  a  boiled  ham- 
bone  stew,  consisting  of  potatoes,  beans,  turnips,  and  what  else  is 
now  for  gotten  • 

I  know  this,  however,  that  before  I  had  fairly  begun  on  the  feast 
I  received  a  burned  mouth  by  eating  a  potato  too  hot  to  swallow.  Thi3 
capped  the  climax  of  the  meal.  I  jumped  up  from  the  table  spitting 
hot  potatoes  and  soup,  letting  out  a  yell:  "Owl  Owl" ^  and  retreat¬ 
ing  ignoniniously  to  the  yard,  where  I  blubberd  as  I  wiped  the  tears 
from  my  eyes.  VJhat  else  happened  that  day  I  cannot  now  recall. 

The  dining  room  in  this  Stephens  house  is,  or  was,  larger  than 
usual.  Spacious,  ample  in  area,  it  had  a  large  open  fireplace  at  one 
end,  on  which  the  family  cooking  7/as  done  for  many  years  before  the 
years  drew  near  for  the  original  occupants.  The  dining  table  to  me 
then  seemed  to  be  about  12  feet  long  by  4  feet  wide,  made  of  oak,  and 
colored  from  the  use  of  years. 

The  years  have  wiped  from  my  memory  vdiat  else  the  venerable  house 
contained  for  domestic  use.  The  house  still  stands,  however,  and  in 
better  up-keep  than  ever  before.  The  new  owners  and  keepers  of  it 
take  pride  in  maintaining  it  in  perfect  condition.  The  new  owners  re¬ 
juvenated  it;  revamped  it;  refurnished  it.  And  so  it  is  to  this  day, 
better  than  when  new. 
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Aunt  Hetty  Griffith 


Aunt  Esther  (Farquhar)  Griffith  was  the  centenarian  of  the  Far¬ 
quhar  family.  She  lived  101  years,  9  months  and  3  days.  She  was  born 
March  11,  1S03,  died  December  14,  1904.  On  March  27,  1823,  she  mar- 
ried  Samuel  Cope  Griffith,  a  son  of  Trillion  Griffith  of  Y.’estnor eland 
County,  Pa.  Her  husband  was  born  November  28,  1795,  died  July  11, 

1873.-  So  go  the  records  of  their  span  of  life.  jLTSGG38 

*  I  knew  Aunty  Hetty,  as  she  was  lovingly  called  by  all  who  knew 

her.  She  lived  all  her  life  in  almost  the  same  spot  where  she  wa3 

born;  first,  in  a  log  house’,  then  in  the  present  brick  and  frame 

•» 

building,  occupied  through  the  years  by  the  Griffiths  since  it  was 
built  in  1830.  Here  at  this  location  all  her  children  were  born 
and  all  but  one  grew  to  full  maturity. 

Her  husband  was  a  man  of  many  fine  qualities.  He  was  well  edu¬ 
cated;  held  many  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  the  town¬ 
ship.  For  forty  years  he  taught  school,  was  a  surveyor,  a  scrivener, 
an  accountant,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  above  all  else  was  a  suc¬ 
cessful  farmer.  Being  the  finest  penman  in  the  county  he  drew  up 
wills  deeds,  contracts,  and  any  other  kind  of  such  work  for  the  people 
in  his  bailiwick.  In  truth,  he  was  the  moat  useful  man  in  his  dis¬ 
trict  during  his  entire  lifetime.  Then  he  died  there  v.-as  none  to  take 
his  place. 

Once  Aunt  Hetty  told  me  that  she  helped  to  carry  v/ater  to  the 
solders  passing  her  house  going  off  to  join  General  Jackson  at  New 
Orleans  in  the  war  of  1812.  Eow  many  went  by  she  could  not  rocall, 
but  they  were  numerous.  Many  traveled  afodt,  soma  by  horseback,  and 
some  by  horse  and  mule  team.  Often  they  would  stop  end  take  dinner. 
One  time  there  were  so  many  that  a  long  table  was  set  in  the  front 
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yard  for  them  to  eat  from.  TTihile  they  rested  and  ate  she  said  she 
•would  carry  water  from  a  spring  in  a  bucket  and  dip  it  out  to  them 
by  a  long-handled  gourd  dipper • 

Aunt  Hetty  was  short  in  stature,  inclined  to  be  fleshy.  She 
was  sweet-tempered,  jovial,  mild,  and  modest.  She  told  me  once  she 
never  lost  her  temper  no  matter  -what  went  wrong  in  her  household. 

She  was  an  optimist  in  every  line  of  thought.  While  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  she  was  not  wver  pious.  Her's  was  the 
saner  religion,  not  impassionate .  To  her,  it  7.as  God's  will  that  she 
should  do  as  she  sould  be  done  by.  She  attributed  her  long  life  to 
her  gentil  disposition.  And  so  she  lived. 

The  last  time  I  saw  and  conversed  with  Aunt  Hetty  was  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  in  1899.  She  was  then  in  her  96th  year  and  enjoyed  the  best  of 
health.  I  had  called  for  an  interview  for  a  write-up  of  herself  and 
two  other  sisters,  Hannah  and  Rachel.  The  sketch  I  wrote  from  the  ac 
acts  I  had  gathered  that  day  was  printed  in  the  Hew  Standard  of 

Uniontown,  Pa.,  in  the  issue  of  April  28,  1899,  of  which  newspaper 

% 

I  was  city  editor  at  the  tiie. 

Aunt  Hetty  had  lived  as  was  her  wont,  honored  end  respedted 
among  her  friends  and  neighbors.  She  was  buried  by  th9  side  of  her 
husband  in  Little  Redstone  Churchyard. 

In  the  foregoing  sketch  of  Aunt  Hetty  Griffity  I  neglected  to 
mention  the  material  fact  that  she  spent  all  her  life  after  the  death 
of  her  husband  in  1873  with  her  son  Euclid  and  his  good  wife  and 
children.  In  this  connection  she  was  the  prime  factor  that  made  for 
the  good  will  the  countryside  had  for  this  well-known  family.  It 
-was  the  best  family  found  anywhere.  I  may  also  mention  that  out  of 
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profession  with  the  greatest  skill. 
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Euclid's  son  Martin  studio!  medicine  at  Jeff arson  Medical  College, 
Philadelphia,  and  in  due  course  was  graduated.  At  the  age  of  83  he 
still  practices  at  Konessen,  Pa.,  in  partnership  with  his  two  sons, 

Drs.  Jessie  and  Joseph.  A  daughter  Martha  is  also  a  doctor  practicing 
elsewhere. 

Dr.  Martin  Griffith's  sister  Ada  narriod  her  4th  cousin  James 
Harvey  Farquhar,  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Farquhar  of  Washington  County, 
Pa.,  and  a  son  of  Allen.  To  them  were  born  two  sons  and  one  daughter 
Ailene.  The  sons  are  practicing  dentists— Dr.  Joseph  Rt  Myerstown, 

pa.,  and  Dr.  Lewis  Farquhar  at  Monessen,  Fa.

Of  Yfilliam  Farquhar's  four  sons  but  two  of  them  became  members 
of  the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  Y,rar — Zimri  and  Aaron.  From  the 
Adjutant  General’s  office  of  the  'Aar  Department  I  obtained  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information:  -  .

The  records  of  this  office  show  that  one  Aaron  B.  Farquhar,  aged

enlistod  24  of  March,  1864,  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  was  assigned  to  Con- 
- pany  E.  18th  Infantry;  was  transferred  to  Company  C,  18th  Infantry; 
was  transferred  to  Company  C,  27th  Infantry;  and  was  honorable  dis¬ 
charged  24th  March,  1857,  at  Fort  Phil  Kearney,  Territory  of  Dakota, 
by  reason  of  expiration  of  tern  of  service;  a  sergeant. 

The  records  also  show  that  one  Zimri  Farquhar  was  enrolled  12th 
of  August,  1863  at  Uniontown,  Pa.;  was  mustered  into  service  at  Pitts 
burgh.  Pa.,  to  date  12th  of  August,  1853,  as  a  private,  Griffith's 
Independent  Company,  Pennsylvania  Infantry,  (6  months,  1663-4,)  and 
was  mustered  out  and  honorable  discharged  13th  of  Hay,  1864,  at  Pitts 
burgh*  Pa.;  a  private.

Some  Anecdotes 


YJhen  my  Uncle  Aaron  and  ny  father  Zimri  "cane  marching  hone  fron 
war"  what  nighty  tales  of  battle  did  they  tell  to  the  children  of  our 
respective  families l  Those  -“■•ere  days  of  heroic  deeds,  of  strange  ad¬ 
ventures,  of  ponderous  tales,  "plainly  told  by  men  vrho  had  taken  part 
in  they.  Long  after  the  war  had  closed  the  marshalling  hosts,  back 
from  the  conflicts,  were  themes  of  many  a  song  and  story.  Naturally 
the  children,  on  hearing  then,  were  deeply  impressed.  And  we  believed 

all  of  then  to  the  very  last  bit  of  exaggerated  detail. 

* 

Take  Uncle  Aaron  fcr  instance.  He  v.as  held  uo  to  us  as  the  great- 

•  #  * 

er  warrior  of  the  two,  because  he  was  in  more  battles.  Ee  saw  blood 
and  heard  the  thunder  of  the  conflict.  They  told  us  he  was  with  Sher¬ 
man  on  his  March-to-the-Sea.  3ut  who  was  Sherman,  we  asked,  and  v.here 
was  the  Sea  they  all  talked  about?  ’.Ye  didn't  know.  But  Sherman  must 
have  been  great  because  our  Uncle  Aaron  vas  vrith  him. 

He  was  in  28  different  battles,  this  Uncle  A.aron  was,  and  "he 
never  got  a  scratch."  How  wonderfull  And  Y.hat  a  hero  he  v.-as l  He 
said  his  Company  had  87  men  in  it  when  it  marched  into  the  Battle  of 
Murfreesboro.  TJhen  the  battle  was  over  only  eight  remained  unscathed, 
and  Uncle  Aaron  was  one  of  them. 

TJhen  the  war  was  over  Uncle  A.aron  v.as  sent  out  on  the  plains  to 
fight  Indians.  He  met  the  Grows  beyond  Cheyenne,  and  he  met  them 
again  in  the  "Llassacre  of  Fort  Phil  Kearney,"  and  he  never  "got  a 
scratch."  Eis  time  being  out  he  came  home,  and  eventually  bought  a 
farm  near  Olney,  Illinois,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  put¬ 
tering  around,  and  doing  dentistry  among  his  neighbors  as  a  side  line. 

To  all  of  us  children  Father  Zimri  was  equally  as  great  a  hero 
as  Uncle  Aaron.  Ee  talked  little  about  his  experiences,  but  when  he 
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did  talk  he  told  much.  The  Company  v/hich  he  had  joined  v.-as  a  Provoat- 
Marshal  Guard.  The  duties  of  such  a  company  were  to  go  after  prisoners 
of  war  for  exchange,  to  hunt  up  deserters,  to  take  them  to  the  front, 
and  such  other  work  that  came  to  hand.  To  my  father  his  duties  were 
•very  exciting;  he  got  to  go  through  the  lines  everywhere  at  the  front, 
and  did  not  have  to  go  into  battle  • 

i 

•  One  time,  he  told  us,  while  escorting  a  train  load  of  prisoners 

for  exchange  back  toward  the  South,  he  stopped  at  Fort  V/illiam  Penn, 

at  Philadelphia.  Here  he  invited  his  gang  off  for  a  drink  at  the 

* 

local  bar.  After  drinking  his  glass  of  whiskey,  father  said  he  put 
his  empty  glass  in  his  haversack  and  brought  it  home.  (I  have  the 
glass  in  my  possession.) 

Going  on  to  Libby  Prison  on  his  mission  of  exchange  he  came  near 
being  shot  by  one  of  his  own  guards.  They  had  lined  up  in  front  of 
the  prison  door  and  were  at  rest;  a  careless  soldier,  in  attempting 
to  scratch  his  itching  leg  set  off  his  gun,  the  bullet  passing  through 
the  visor  of  my  father’s  cap,  scraping  his  head.  After  the  exchange 
at  Libby  and  the  purchase  of  many  trinkets  made  by  the  inmates  for  sale 
to  visitors,  his  company  moVed  onto  Andersonville,  where  another  ex¬ 
change  was  effected. 

One  time,  he  told  us,  he  went  down  into  Tennessee  to  bring  back 
the  body  of  the  son  of  the  governor  of  California) I  believe  the  gov¬ 
ernor’s  name  vrns  Low)  for  burial’  in  YTestnoreland  County,  Pa.,  in  the 
family  cemetery  plot.  The  young  man  had  died  of  Typhoid  fever  while 
in  Sherman’s  army. 

As  a  result  of  this  journey,  my  father  said,  he  came  dov/n  with 
typhoid  fever  on  reaching  Greensburg,  Pa.  There  he  was  placed  in  a 
hospital  maintained  by  the  government,  until  honorable  discharged  in 

the  summer  1864.  Late  in  that  year  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Gales- 

- 
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burg,  Illinois,  to  farm  7.1th  his  brother  Trillion  who  had  preceded  him 
there.  But  not  liking  the  ".Tost  he  returned  to  Fayette  City,  pa.,  in 
December,  1864,  -where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  working  in  the 
local  window  glass  factory.  He  followed  gardening  on  the  side,  in 
which  advocation  he  -was  the  best  in  the  community. 

The  only  public  office  father  ever  held  t.us  as  a  member  of  the 
local  city  council.  He  was  noted  for  his  memory  of  faces  and  places 
in  the  countryside  in  7/hich  he  was  held  in  great  respect.  Through 
his  earlier  years  he  v.us  a  subscriber  to  Eorece  Greelyfs  famous  Trib¬ 
une,  and  after  Greely^  death  in  1872  father  subscribed  for  3ennets* 
New  York  Herald.  *  - 

He  maintained  one  of  the  few  family  librarys  in  the  community. 

He  kept  abreast  of  the  times  in  politics  and  scientific  discoveries, 
and  was  very  argumentative  in  all  his  conversations  with  his  neighbors 
and  friends. 

On  September  20,  1906,  he  and  my  mother  celebrated  their  50th 
"Wedding  Anniversary,  to  which  everybody  was  invited  and  participated. 
In  his  declining  years  he  spent  much  of  his  time  in  conversation  with 
his  many  friends,  who  always  came  in  sunny  summer  afternoons  to  pass 
the  time  of  day.  For  his  guests  he  had  a  special  long  bench  made  for 
them  to  rest  on  and  take  their  ease,  the  while  listening  to  his  long 
■faces  and  places”  discourses.

Brother  Thornt  was  always  the  "friendly  nan."  "Once  a  friend  of 
his,  always  a  friend"  was  his  motto,  vras  kind,  generous,  gracious, 
full  of  the  manities  that  make  for  success.  Brother  and  I  had  likes 
and  dislikes  together;  we  were  on  the  most  intimate  family  terms  of 
appreciation  of  one  another’s  finer  parts.  Ee  was  interested  in  books, 
60  was  I— each  to  a  fault,  as  sene  say.  I  missed  him  much  through  all 
my  formative  and  later  years. 

The  Quirks  that  shape  the  affairs  of  men  do  strenge  tricks  at 
times.  Often  we  hearken  to  the  poetic  thought  of  Tihittier  that  "For 
all  sad  words  of  tongue  or  pen,  the  saddest  of  them  all  'it  might 

have  been.' 

The  above  applies  to  the  love  affair  between  my  Brother  Thornton 
and  his  cousin  Ida  Farquhar.  She  was  a  dear  girl,  and  I  don't  wonder 
at  them  falling  in  love.

to  llontesano,  V.'ash .  to  enter  the  newspaper  business  for  myself.  On 
the  first  day  of  the  year  1901,  I  went  to  Yakima,  Yi'ash.  where  I  became 
first  the  city  editor  of  the  Herald  and  in  1902  city  editor  of  the 
Yakima  Weekly  Republic  and  a  year  later  the  Yakima  Daily  Republic.

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Chapter  XII 
In  Those  Other  Days 


We  children  called  him  Uncle  Alf  •  For  years  I  knew  him  by  no 
other  cognonan.  It  fit  him  well,  because  he  vas  strictly  a  family 
man,  and  he  was  a  most  likeable  man  to  everybody  in  the  countryside. 
His  real  name  was  Alpheus,  brother  to  my  father  Zinri  Farquhar,  both 
sons  of  Tfilliam. 

Through  all  of  our  growing  up  years  we  were  nearby  neighbors. 

Instead  of  being  at  swords1  points,  like  as  often  happens  between 

families,  we  were  intimates.  7Te  associated  together,  worked  together, 

for  and  with  each  other,  doing  our  daily  turns  on  the  farm  in  and 

about  Uncle  Alf's  homestead.  And  this  was  our  wont.  It  was  a  part  of 

our  childhood,  this  "togetherness”  of  our  families  "dov/n  upon  the 

farm,"  when  we  were  young  and  knew  nothing  of  the  world  beyond  our  na 
/ 

narrow  vision. 

In  verity  we  intermingled  a  lot  in  our  work  and  in  our  plays;  in 
our  schooling  and  in  our  sports,  YTe  hunted,  fished,  gamed  on  the 
commons,  working  all  the  while  to  maintain  our  common  livelihood,  to 
austain  our  dignity  and  comnmity  worth,  all  to  a  common  end.  It  was 
a  joyful  life  we  led;  we  found  it  fretted  very  little  vdth  the  trials 
and  tribulations  of  the  grosser  world  opening  before  us. 

Uncle  Alf*s  house  '.as  our  house.  I  should  say  it  waa  our  second 
home — av;ay  from  that  of  my  native  doorstep;  for  here  it  was  that  we 
all  communed  together  over  the  lesser  things  of  life — the  things  as 
the  more  matured  overlook.  'He  planted  the  corn,  7.T3  hoed  the  rows,  we 
raked  the  hay,  and  gardened  the  wheat  through  the  seasons  for  the 
twenty  years  of  this  growing-up  period — from  1870  to  1890.  And  of  a 
sudden  life  changed  for  all  of  us,  so  it  seemed.  Each  went  out  into 
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a  waiting  'world  to  receive  what  it  had  to  give.  And  how  yre  feared  is 
now  each  other* s  individual  affair. 

Uy  first  remembrance  of  Uncle  Alf  was  in  the  early  1870* s  when  he 
and  Aunt  Kate  (his  wife)  lived  in  the  house  later  to  be  called  "The 
John  Vfycoff  Place”.  From  the  time  I  was  a  child  I  want  there  to  make 
maple  syrup.  That  was  such  fun  l  Young  as  I  was  I  enjoyed  this  work 
immensely.  Getting  out  in  the  cold  to  labor  gave  me  vigor  and  pep  to 
do  other  things  less  rigorous.  It  was  the  tapping  of  the  trees  and 
carrying  in  the  water  that  gave  novelity  to  the  exercise.  And  so, 
when  all  was  in  readiness,  what  fun  it  was  boiling  down  the  water l 

It  was  in  L!ay  of  that  springtime  that  we  all  were  taught  to  plant 
corn  in  my  Uncle  Alf*s  fields.  He  was  a  good  farmer.  Uncle  Alf  was, 
the  best  in  all  the  township.  He  planted  the  10th  of  I^ay,  rain  or 
shine;  his  luck  was  in  the  stars  at  that  time.  And  I  never  savr  him 
miss  a  good  crop.  He  was  so  kind,  so  pationt,  in  teaching  all  the 
boys  in  the  art  of  planting  corn  or  other  crops  •  It  v/as  so  free  and 
easy,  this  life  of  ours  just  working  for  Uncle  Alf. 

He  was  a  tall  spare  man,  hardy,  robust,  black-eyed,  black-haired 
with  a  keen  sense  of  humor.  YTe  all  loved  him  so  much,  because  of. 
these  kind  and  gentle  traits  of  his.  I  never  heard  him  say  an  evil 
word  against  anybody. 


On  March  11,  1875,  a  new  baby  came  to  Uncle  Alf's  home.  I  v/as 
there,  and  for  what  reason  I  cannot  now  say.  About  the  time  the  event 
was  to  happen,  \re  children  were  sent  to  the  barn  to  play.  There  were 
Elliot  and  Ida  of  their  family  and  brother  Duncan  and  I  of  urs.  The 
day  was  cold,  the  sky  was  overcaat  with  rolling  clouds.  Snow  spit 
now  and  tnen,  and  now  and  then  we  heard  rain  falling  on  the  leaves  in 
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ly  filled  with  straw  to  keep  warm.  I  recall  that  someone  brought  us 
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a  lunch,  which  we  ate  from  the  head  of  a  big  barrel.  And  later  some- 
one  else  told  us  it  was  a  girl,  and  they  named  her  Lorena, 

A  new  frame  house  had  been  built  for  Uncle  Alf  and  Aunt  Kate 
down  the  road  farther.  On  July  4,  1876,  Uncle  Alf  moved  with  his 
family  to  this  new  house,  because  it  was  a  holiday.  And  there  they 
lived,  spending  the  rest  of  their  days  in  comfort  and  happiness. 

In  the  meantime,  I  v/as  growing  up,  and  Rena,  who  was  named  Lor¬ 
ena,  was  also  growing  up  ...  .  Notwithstanding  our  great  difference 
in  age  (10)  years,  we  became  playmates  early  in  life.  She  was  a 
lovoable,  noble  girl;  and  I  became  her  happy  farmer  lad.  In  the  years 
to  follow  I  left  hc:re  to  return.no  more  to  those  early  idealic  scenes. 
She  went  off  to  school,  v.hen  she  grew  up,  and  became  a  school  teacher. 
At  the  age 'of  27  she  married  Jonta  Hare,  and  had  tv/o  children  of  her 
own~Dorothy  and  Jimmie. 

The  years  roll  by.  Uncle  Alf  dies.  Aunt  Kate  Passes  on.  All 
the  brothers  and  sisters  meet  their'  final  call.  No  wonder,  is  it, 
that  I  become  nostalic  in  these  my  later  years;  for  the  scenes  of 
other  days  rise  before  me  like  a  dream.  And  I  keep  wondering  about 
the  great  scheme  of  life. 

Anecdotes 

** 

One  md- summer  day,  while  making  hay,  we  stirred  up  a  bumblebee 
nest  that  put  us  to  route  for  the  longest  time.  There  were  Uncle  Alf, 
my  father,  cousins  Jim  and  Elliott,  Brother  Thornt  and  myself .  The 
day  was  bright,  warm,  calm,  and  genial;  not  a  cloud  was  in  the  sky. 

The  bob-whites  whistled  merrily,  the  larks  sang  cheerily,  the  grasshop¬ 
pers  hummed  noisely,  and  the  bees  buzzed  all  around.  I  recall  it  to 
be  a  tipical  gladsome  summer  day. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  delightful  ensemble  of  nature  a  bumblo- 
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boas ’  nest  was  stirred  up  near  the  center  of  the  field.  Father  was 
standing  almost  ever  the  nest.  The  bees  shot  out  of  the  ground  from 
under  his  feet.  Instead  of  attacking  him,  they  made  a  bee-line  for 
the  rest  of  us  working  close  by. 

T.re  took  flight  and  in  so  doing  had  to  fight  off  the  bees  v.dth 
our  hats  of  whisps  of  hay,  or  ?/hatever  was  at  hand.  The  while  father 
just  stood  there  laughing  at  our  discomfort.  Ee  was  not  attacked. 

He  was  immune,  as  soma  people  are;  the  which  was  true  all  his  life. 

Ho  bee  would  ever  attack  him,  for  he  was  that  way. 

In  Junetime,  on  another  occasion,  Jim,  Thornt,  and  I  wore  direct¬ 
ed  to  go  with  old  Nance,  the  Nag,  to  the  blacksmith  shop,  two  miles 
distant,  to  have  her  shod  and  some  work  done  to  the  plow  points,  which 
we  carried  in  a  gunny  sack.  The  boys  were  to  take  turn-about  in  rid¬ 
ing  to  and  from  the' smithy.  I  had  the  first  chance  at  riding. 

A  short  distance  on  the  way  and  old  apple  tree  hung  over  the 
road.  On  a  low  bough  hung  an  immense  hornets’  nest.  Jim  and  Thornt 
went  ahead  armed  with  clubs  and  stones.  Y/hen  I  reached  the  tree 
riding  old  Nance  the  boys  hurled  their  instruments  at  the  nsst  just 
as  I  came  riding  up.  Out  popped  a  hornet  or  two  and  hit  Nance  on 
the  rump.  She  jumped,  kicked  up  her  heels  and  ran  all  the  rest  of 
the  way  to  the  shop;  and  so  they  had  to  walk  for  their  trick. 

Shows  seldom  came  to  our  town  in  the  days  when  we  were  "down 
upon  the  farm."  linen  they  did  corns  we  all  usually  laid  off  ot  "see 
the  circus."  One  hot  June  day,  Barniun  came  to  Eelle  Vernon;  distant 
three  miles.  For  some  reason  none  of  us  boys  vrere  permitted  to  go. 

7Je  had  to  hoe  corn;  it  needed  attention  badly.  Maybe  that  was  the 
reason  for  us  not  going;  the  corn  needed  hoeing  worse  than  vre  needed 
to  see  the  circus.

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At  any  rate,  the  four  of  us  boys,  with  a  hoe  each  in  his  hand, 
had  reached  the  middle  of  the  field,  7.hen  we  heard  the  loud  clarion 
call  of  the  caliope.  It  filled  the  entire  countryside  with  its  ap¬ 
pealing  music.  Should  we  or  should  we  not  go.  That  was  ?ur  big 
question.  YTe  took  a  vote,  with  the  result  of  a  two  for  and  two  a- 
gainst  division. 

Neither  side  having  a  majority,  of  course  we  did  not  see  the 
cirous.'  Neither  did  we  do  much  work  the  rest  of  that  day.  That  old 
caliope  wailing  shocked  our  dignity  and  vhangled  our  modesty.

Though  there  were  ten  years*  difference  in  our  ages,  as  I  have 
6aid  heretofor,  Rena  and  I  never  got  over  our  perennial  play-time . 
TZhen  she  was  tvro  I  was  twelve,  and  toddled  her  around.  Y.Tien  she  was 
eight  I  v/as  eighteen,  and  she  toddled  around  after  me.  ’Then  I  had 
gone  av/ay  from  home  and  returned  at  the  age  of  twentyfctwo,  whe  was 
twelve,  and  still  toddled  around  after  me.  Ours  v.ns  a  beartiful 
friendship,  grov/ing  with  the  years. 

One  time  in  early  autumn,  when  we  both  had  reached  the  latter 
ages,  we  went  together  to  the  old  playground  among  the  forest  trees 
on  the  hill  back  of  the  house.  She  got  into  the  grape-vine  swing(it 
was  a  real  grape-vine,)  and  there  I  swung  her  as  of  yore,  the  while 
we  sang  our  usual  song— a  lullaby,  the  only  one  we  knew,  just  for  the 
sake  of  "auld  lang  syne.” 

But  one  day  I  broke  her  heart.  I  had  begun  to  think  that  I  was 
too  old  and  she  too  young  for  us  to  play  together  any  longer,  as  had 
been  our  practice.  She  asked  me  to  "come  out  and  play."  I  said  I 
was  getting  too  old.  I  hesitated;  she  pleaded,  "Come  on,  Frank."  I 
hated  to  but  I  refused  again.  She  ran  to  her  father.  Uncle  Alf,  and 
said:  "Frank  refused  to  play  with  me  any  bore."  I  could  not  forgo 

her  pleadings,  and  so  wa  played  some  more.  But  how  much  longer,  I 
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cannot  now  recall.  So  v.e  slipped  away  from  each  other,  leaving  those 
other  days  to  be  a  big  part  of  our  "memories  of  other  days." 

Another  4th  of  July  of  the  later  1670’s  had  cone  again.  Vt'e  de¬ 

cided  to  ceisbrave  the  event  in  due  and  fitting  manner.  Y,e  would  do 
it  with  a  loudness  never  heard  before.  Uncle  John  Tfycoff  had  a  keg 
three-fourths  full  of  stump-blowing  black  powder  in  the  loft  over  his 
springhouse.  YTe  asked  John  about  it.  "Sure"  he  said,  "help  your¬ 
selves."  TTe  took  it  all. 

In  front  of  Uncle  Alf’s  house,  by  the  side  of  the  road,  was  a 

big  stunp  of  a  recently  cut  vmite  oak,  two  feet  over.  Over  this  stump 

hung  all  the  branches  of  a  big  black  oak  standing  nearby.  Tilth  an 
auger  procured  from  the  Jimmy  Tfycoff  workshop,  we  bored  a  deep  hole 
1^-  inches  across.  Into  the  hoda  we  fitted  a  fuse,  and  around  which 
the  powder  and  stamped  it  down.  After  this,  we  drove  into  the  hole, 
on  top  of  the  powder,  a  wooden  plug  that  had  been  soaked  with  water. 

Yihen  the  charge  was  ready  we  shouted:  "Look  outl"  and  ran  for 
cover.  Indeed,  that  was  no  dud.  Directly  the  blast  wont  off  with  a 
roar,  rattling  the  doors  and  panes  of  glass  in  the  windows  of  Uncle 
Alfa  houso .  Vi9  could  hear  the  wooden  plug  swish  up  through  the  tree 
branches  of  the  black  oak.  Then  we  could  hear  the  rumble  die  away 
through  the  woods  and  over  the  hills.  The  noise  was  so  loud  and  un¬ 
usual  that  people  began  to  arrive  to  see  what  had  hhppered,  with 
the  result  that  we  soon  had  such  a  crowd  that  we  had  to  use  up  all 
the  black  powder  in  the  way  of  entertainment.  Besides  we  had  to  sot 
dinner  out  to  serve  those  who  refused  to  budge  from  -seeing  the  fun. 

"You  certainly  celebrated  this  4th  in  an  old-fashioned  v.tty," 
said  Uncle  Alf.  "At  least  you  made  a  big  noise." 

Uncle  Alf  liked  nothing  better  than  to  pull  jokes  on  one  of  the 
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boys,  and  then  have  a  good  laugh  over  it.  It  was  the  10th  of  May  and 
corn-planting  time  •  I  had  been  asked  to  be  on  hand  in  the  norning 
early  to  drop  the  coni  for  the  cover s-up.  Agreeable  to  his  request, 

I  was  on  hand  early,  and  at  the  break  of  day.  A  dense  fog  7/as  on  the 
land,  so  dense  that  one  could  not  wee  but  a  few  feet  away.  Arriving 
at  the  house  I  took  a  seat  on  the  top  rail  of  the  fense  in  front,  and 
there  I  sat  waiting  the  lifting  of  the  fog. 

Uncle  Alf  was  always  out  early  too.  Ee  was  up  with  the  chickens 
this  morning  as  usual.  In  passing  to  the  spring  he  found  me  sitting 
on  the  fence — and  asleep,  so  he  told  the  men  engaged  to  help  in  the 
work  that  day.  He  averred  to"  them  all  that  I  had  roosted  with  the 
chickens,  so  as  not  to  miss  being  on  hand  early.  Of  course  I  denied 
the  allegation,  but  they  took  his  word  for  it,  and  kidded  me  all  day 
long.  I  accepted  the  razzing  with  good  grace,  and  got  along  hand¬ 
somely  with  then  all.

Allen  Farquhar  is  the  youngest  child.  He  was  born  Nov.  15,  1883. 
He  now  lives  on  the  old  farm,  on  which  the  brick  house  v/as  built  by 
his  great  grandfather,  Robert  Farquhar  I,  in  1818,  which  is  a  part  of 
the  original  fare  bought  by  his  great  great  grandfather.  Alien  Farquhar 
in  1795.  Thus  it  has  been  in  the  Farquhar  name  149  years. 

Here  I  must  make  an  explanation  of  a  false  inpress ion  I  held  for 
a  number  of  years  as  to  the  decendants  of  this  family  of  children  of 
Robert  Farquhar  III.  Some  one,  sonetice,  had  told  ce  that  Allen  had 
married  a  v/idow  with  Six  children.  And  that  none  of  the  other  child¬ 
ren  had  carried  except  Bessie,  and  she  had  but  one  child,  a  daughter. 
Too  bad,  thought  I,  in  a  few  more  years  the  Farquhar  name  v/ould  be  a

thing  of  the  past  in  the  community  where  It  had  flourished  solong. 

To  solve  the  natter  I  wrote  to  my  other  collateral  cousin,  Anna 


my  grandfather,  Vii Ilian  Farquhar .  Here’s  her  answer,  under  date  of 
Feb.  13,  1944,  to  wit: 

"I  want  to  get  you  straight  on  Allen  Farquhar* s  family.  His 
ohildren,  ten  in  number,  are  all  his  own — four  by  his  first  vrife  and 
six  by  his  second. n 

And  they  are  all  living,  with  two  of  the  last  wife's  sons  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States.  Thus  my  illusions  have  been  shattered  by 
real  realities.  I  then  asked  Anna  to  try  and  get  the  facts  in  Allen's 
case.  She  was  prompt  in  this  service.  As  a  result  I  got  the  follow¬ 
ing  letter  from  Allen's  wife,  Mary  Farquhar,  under  date  of  March  21, 
1944: 

"Allen  Farquhar  was  born  IIov.  15,  1885,  and  spent  his  boyhood  on 
his  father's  farm,  living  now  in  the  old  house  built  by  his  great 
grandfather  in  1818.  He  attended  Redstone  school,  near  by,  until  he 
iras  a  young  nan,  v/hen  he  visited  relatives  in  Nebraska,  where  he  worked 
for  two  years  as  a  farm  hand. 

"  "Returning  to  his  home,  a  few  years  later,  he  married  Jennie 
Christ,  on  .April  12,  1912.  After  his  marriage  he  lived  on  the  Alva 
Griffith  farm,  where  three  of  his  children  vrere  born,  as  follows:

James  Robert,  July  17,  1916. 

Then  he  moved  to  Lock  Four  where  he  worked  in  the  governmental 
boat  yard  for  several  years.  Here  his  daughter  Minnie  Irene  ’.ms  born 
Hov.  4,  1918.  The  mother,  Jennie  Christ  Farquhar  died  Sept.  3,  1919, 
and  was  buried  in  the  Little  Redstone  cemetery.

Took  a 
business  course  at  Lenard’s  Business  College,  Charleroi;  employed  as  a 
clerk  in  Donora  Southern  Railway;  joined  the  army  Nov.  28,  1942;  now 
in  Signal  Service  Corps  as  a  Corporal  in  North  Africa. 

Frank  Farquhar  attended  Marion  High  School,  and  7ms  later  employed  as 
&  benchman  at  the  Pittsburgh  Steel,  Allenport.  Enlisted  in  army  March 
15,  1943;  now  in  training  at  Camp  polk.  La.,  as  a  tank  driver. 

Mary  Elizabeth  graduated  from  the  Marion  High  School  in  May,  1943,  and 
attended  Lenord's  Business  College  at  Charleroi,  Pa.  She  is  no?/  en¬ 
gaged  as  a  private  secretary. 
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"The  old  furniture  mentioned  in  the  will  you  quote  of  great  grand¬ 
father,  Robert  Farquhar  (i)  is  still  here,  in  part.  The  teapot,  sugar 
bowl,  turkey  plate,  feather  tick,  cord-bed  and  two  of  the  split-bottom 
chairs  are  still  intact.  Grandfather  had  some  furniture  made  by  John 
listen,  and  they  are  still  here— a  chest  of  drawers,  a  cherry  secretary, 
corner  cupboard,  a  square  stand,  and  a  clock  made  with  wooden  7, heels. 

The  same  -wood  work  is  in  the  house  as  when  it  was  built  in  1818." 

The  foregoing  letter  is  very  informative  indeed.  It  removes  all 
my  doubts  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  Farquhar  name  being  removed  from 
the  scene  that  has  been  dominated  by  the  family  during  the  past  150 
years.  Ten  children  seem  to  be  enough  to  carry  on  for  at  least  another 
hundred  and  fifty  years.  If  they  have  the  love  for  ancestry  and  the 
hardihood  to  stay  put,  as  has  been  a  custom  for  some  of  the  name  in 
Scotland,  why,  in  that  case,  they  have  a  good  chance  tonake  good.  And 
let  us  hope  that  they  do  this  very  thing  for  the  honor  and  integrity  of 
the  Farquhar  name.

Anecdotes 

Often  as  a  boy  I  had  gone,  with  other  boys,  all  cousins,  to  Bob 
Farquhar*  s  on  Easter  Sunday  for  a  feast  of  eggs,  freehly  gathered 
from  the  old  log  barn  hay-now.  Cn  one  of  these  trips  we  had  collected 
some  five  dozen  eggs  from  every  nest  found. 

Bob’s  good  wife  boiled  them  hard  for  us  in  a  b#g  iron  pot.  '’Chile 
being  served,  an  egg  now  and  then  came  to  our  plates  that  had  been  well 
advanced  toward  the  stage  of  hatching. 

The  odor  was  so  loud  and  offensive  that  the  Missus,  without  fur¬ 
ther  delay,  took  the  whole  potful  and  dumped  them  out  in  the  garden  for 
an  airing.  T7e  finished  our  breadfast  with  bacon  and  fried  potatoes. 

One  time,  when  I  was  about  12  years  of  age,  I  went  Yrith  ny  collat¬ 
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eral  cousin  Gr&nt  Black,  on  a  September  Saturday  morning,  to  gather 
black  walnuts .  Together  v/e  pulled  along  our  little  red  wagon  to  bring 
the  nuts  home.  Coming  to  Bob’s  place  v.*e  espied  a  tall  tree,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  fence,  loaded  with  nuts.  Grant,  being  older  than  I, 
7<as  asked  to  climb  the  fence  and  throv;  the  walnuts  out  to  me « 

"Hot  me;  you  must  first  ask  the  owner,”  he  said. 

"Bobfs  our  relation;  1*11  go,”  I  replied. 

Grant  would  not  budge  until  we  got  permission. 

'  "Baby l”  I  said  to  him',  and  went  myself  to  the  house  to  ask  for 
the  nuts.  And  we  got  them  without  delay. 

But  Grant  Black  v.as  always  that  v.ay.  He  had  a  high  moral  complex 
I  just  couldn’t  understand.

Brown  at  old  Quaker  churchyard*  -He  is  son  of  V.’illian  Brov.-n,  a  cousin 
of  father.  Ee  has  8  children.  Ate  dinner,  end  at  3:00  P.  M.  left 
there  and  went  over  to  see  Bob  Farquhar;  stayed  an  hour  and  then  wont 
over  to  see  David  Stephens,  and  left  there  for  hone  at  7  P.  1!.  Fine 
day  but  warm." 

I  now  recall  that  trip  by  horse  and  buggy  very  well.  Briefly 
though  I  report  in  ny  diary,  it  was  one  of  the  outstanding  events  in 
those  other  days  of  mine.  The  road  from  father’s  house  in  Fayette 
City,  Pa.,  to  Charles  Brown’s  is  near  three  miles.  To  father  the  road 
wended  through  his  boyhood  day  scenes.  After  eating  dinner  at  Charles 
we  all  v.nnt  up  the  long  hill  road  to  the  Quaker  cemetery,  where  we 
viewed  the  spot  that  holds  all  that  was  once  mortal  to  our  Quaker 
forebears . 

Coming  home  we  stopped  at  Bob’s  living  then  in  the  old  Farquhar 
brick  house  built  in  1818  by  his  ora  grandfather  and  ny  great  grand¬ 
father.  Here  now  in  this  year  of  the  Lord,  1944,  lives  Bob’s  son 
Allen,  who  has  a  flock  of  ten  children,  a  reminder  that  the  breeding 
quality  of  the  Farquhar  name  has  not  altogether  died  out,  as  some  had 
supposed • 
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At  David* s  v;e  stopped  for  supper,  Ee  had  for  his  first  wife  Si- 
mire  Griffith,  a  cousin  of  my  father’s  also  for  his  second  wife  Sarah 
7/atson,  a  sister  of  his  first  wife. 

And  thus  we  spent  the  day  on  that  memorable  occasion. 

Once  the  Brown  family  had  held  to  the  Quaker  faith,  '.'hen  this 
Charles  Brown  v;as  a  boy,  ho  told  me,  he  often  attended  services  in  the 
church  nearby,  even  after  the  Society  of  Friends  of  the  community  had 
abandoned  it,  going  with  his  mother,  as  other  boys  did.  He  told  me 
with  a  smile  how  h9,  one  time,  had  stuck  a  pin  into  the  boy  sitting  in 
front  of  him  and  his  mother.  Then  asked  what  provoded  him  to  such  a 
trick  on  so  solemn  an  occasion,-  he  said  the  silence  7.-as  too  much  to 
endure  longer. 

"Then  what  happened?"  ws  asked.  "Enough,"  said  Charles.  "For  a 
moment  of  whirlwind  excitement  the  whole  church  was  in  commotion.  The 
boy  jumped  up  and  shouted  out,  "Yow"  He  ran  out  of  the  church,  his 
mother  after  him,  and  I  follov.-ed,  with  mother  close  behind  me,  pushing 

me  along." 

"Then  what  happened?"  we  asked  again.  "Enough.  I  got  th9  lam¬ 
basting  of  my  life  when  mother  got  me  home,"  he  said,  with  a  chuckle. 
"Perhaps  I  deserved  it." 

The  Malinda  Troth  Family 
Fifth  Generation 

Malinda  Farquhar  (Brovm)  Troth  was  bora  ?'arch  8,  1824 j  died  in 
1903;  married  "illiam  Troth  of  Fayette  City,  Pa.  Such  is  all  the  data 
I  have  on  llrs.  Troth.  She  was  the  fifth  child  born  to  Benjamin  3ro?m 
and  his  wife  Sarah  (Farquhar)  Ero vm.  But  that  they  were  married  some¬ 
time  in  the  early  lG4C*s  I  have  no  doubt. 
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However,  I  seem  to  have  known  the  Troth  f and ly  all  ny  life  while 
I  was  a  resident  of  Fayette  City,  Pa.,  the  place  v.here  I  was  born  and 
grew  to  manhood.  '.Villian  Troth  was  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of 
the  old  to-./n;  I  might  say  he  was  the  one  outstanding  citizen  of  the 
town.  He  came  to  it  along  about  the  year  1840,  and  opened  a  general 
store.  He  sold  everything  fron  hardy/are  to  books  and  candy.  His  bus¬ 
iness  block  was  in  the  center  of  the  town,  at  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Market  streets,  running  from  Main,  to  Back  Street,  at  the  present  brick 
school  house.  The  frontage  to  this  property  I  don*t  exactly  know,  but 
it  seems  to  me  to  have  been  at  least  100  feet  on  Main  Street. 

Sometime  in  the  spring  of-  1308,  v/hen  I  vas  gathering  the  material 
for  this  genealogy,  I  saw  some  members  of  the  Troth  family  as  to  such 
family  data  as  they  had.  I  vas  told  that  all  the  records  of  the  family 
(births,  deaths,  etc.)  had  been  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  a  Novem¬ 
ber  night  in  1885.  Being  of  frame  structure  all  the  buildings  went  up 
in  smoke— from  the  Troth  corner,  including  his  residence  on  the  back, 
up  to  and  including  the  Slotterbeck  house  and  store  room,  and  the  Odd 
Fellows*  building  in  the  middle  of  the  long  block. 

This  was  a  great  conflagration,  supposed  to  have  started  from  a 
defective  flu9  in  the  main  store  room.  For  a  time  it  looked  as  if  the 
entire  town  would  be  consumed,  for  95  per  cent  of  all  the  buildings 
were  made  of  wood.  But  a  good  portion  of  the  household  effects  of  the 
ocbupants  wore  saved  from  the  flames.  The  Troths  had  their  household 
effects  carried  to  th9  brick  school  house,  close  by,  where  they  re¬ 
mained  for  two  weeks  or  more,  until  accommodations  could  b9  had  for 
them.  The  contends  of  the  store  was  almost  a  complete  loss,  as  well 
as  were  those  of  other  stores  burned,  which  later  included  the  Barker 
and  Slotterbeck  stores,  perhaps  the  losses  \rers  all  covered  by  in¬ 
surance  • 
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But  here  is  where  all  the  Troth  children  vrere  born;  here  is  where 
they  were  raised  and  Trent  to  school,  got  married  and  want  forth  into 
homes  of  their  ov.n.  And  in  due  course  all  but  th.9  next  generation 
passed  on,  leaving  a  void  vrere  they  held  forth  so  valiantly  as  good 

citizens  and  good  business  people  for  so  many  years,  with  no  one  pres- 

► 

ent  any  more  to  tell  who  once  reigned  here*  So  goes  the  family  world 
to  utter  oblivion,  as  far.  as  history  goes* 

In  the  Troth  family  there  were  seven  children— one  son  -and  six 
daughters.  Alfred  was  the  first  bora.  Then  cane  Salley,  Mary,  Sadie, 
Smma,  Cora  and  Annette. 

Alfred,  being  the  only  son  and  the  eldest  of  the  family,  was  the 
favorite  child,  so  it  seems  to  me  now.  After  a  common  school  education 
he  studied  dentistry,  and  set  up  shop  in  his  father's  building.  Here 
he  fixed  the  teeth  of  the  town.  Later  he  became  a  partner  to  his  fath¬ 
er,  selling  sewing  machines  on  the  side.  In  1877,  Alfred  built  one  of 
the  finest  residences  in  Fayette  City,  in  the  south  end  of  town  and  on 
Main  Street.  Here  he  lived  as  he  prospered,  selling  out  in  the  1660’s 
and  moved  to  a  down-river  city,  seeking  a  larger  and  better  field  for 
his  profession  of  dentistry.  This  residence  is  not  (1S44)  occupied 
by  George  HcCroy  as  a  residental  Funeral  parlors. 

Alfred  Troth  left  tv/o  children.  The  eldest  '.ms  Guy  and  followed 
the  profession  of  denis  try.  The  daughter's  name  was  Liable.  I  don't 
know  the  maiden  name  of  Alfred  Troth's  wife;  but  her  first  name  was 
Anna,  and  a  very  loveable  woman. 

Salley  Troth  married  John  Nesley  LIullin,  son  of  John  Ilullin,  the 
Payette  City  genoral  merchant  all  his  life  in  the  town,  where  he  was 
born  in  1818.  They  had  two  children,  Paul  and  Edna.  For  many  years 
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Hary  Troth  married  Harry  Mansfield,  a  traveling  agent  for  a 
Pittsburgh  business  house,  and  the  son  of  Samuel  Mansfield,  another 
Fayette  City  merchant  and  an  old  family  of  the  tovra.  llary  had  one 
child,  named  Paul  Mansfield. 

Ida  Troth  married  Thomas  Middleton,  a  business  man  of  the  to?/n. 
She  died  young,  leaving  tr.ro  children— -Hesley  and  Maude  Middleton.  The 
eon  is  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  the  old  tov.n,  or  at  least  he 
was  the  last  time  I  heard. 

*  Emma  Troth  I  kne'.v  least  of  all*  She  married  a  Mr.  Saunder  and 
lived  in  Uniontov.n,  Pa. 

Annette  Troth  was  never  married. 

Cora  Troth  was  the  youngest  child.  She  and  I  went  to  the  common

schools  together.  Though  she  -was  younger  than  I,  she  was  much  the 
larger  in  physical  being.  For  a  long  time  in  school  we  had  similar 
interests  and  aspirations,  yet  it  v.as  only  on  the  cousinly  basis.  She 
married  her  cousin,  Hudson  Campbell,  a  son  of  Jane  Campbell,  and  a 
daughter  of  Hannah  (Farquhar)  McCrory,  a  sister  to  Cor's  mother's 
mother,  Mrs.  Sarah  (Farquhar)  Erown.  I  mean  to  say  that  Hud  and  Cora

were  cousins  tvrice  removed — that  is,  second  cousins.  Hud  was  a  glass- 
cutter  in  a  window  manufactory  plant.  His  father  was  James  Campbell, 

.  t 

a  window  glass  nan,  and  an  office  holder  in  the  labor  department  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Cora  Troth  and  Hud  Campbell  had  two  children — both  sons. 

Buying  Robinson  Crusoe 

Billy  Troth,  as  we  called  him,  was  a  good  friend  of  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  our  tOT.n  and  country  round;  for  he  sold  them  -their  school  and 
other  books*  His  stock  of  such  merchandise  vma  l«rg«  and  up-tc-date. 
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including  stationery,  odds  and  ends  of  other  books,  almanacs,  chil¬ 
dren^  stories,  etc. 

One  tins  in  the  mid  1870* s,  while  in  his  store  making  a  purchase, 

I  saw  an  abbreviated  illustrated  edition  of  Robinson  Crusoe.  Eoy /  much 
was  it?  I  asked.  Only  25  cents  was  his  reply.  I  decided  to  ask  fath¬ 
er  for  the  25  cents  with  which  to  buy  it. 

On  stepping  to  the  pavement  going  out  I  picked  up  a  shiney  25 
cent  piece.  Robinson  Crusoe  is  nine,  I  said  to  myself,  turned  about 
and  went  into  the  store.  Eere's  your  quarter  for  Robinson,  I  said,  as 
I  approached  Billy's  counter.  He  handed  me  the  book  and  I  handed  him. 
the  25  cent  piece.  I  ran  straight  for  home,  and  at  once  set  to  reading 
in  my  precious  book.’ 

Two  days  later,  when  father  had  returned  home  from  tov/n,  he  ap¬ 
proached  me  with  the.  remark: 

"Frank,  where  did  you  get  the  quarter  to  buy  the  book  you  are  now 
reading?" 

"I  found  it,"  vra.s  my  reply. 

"Well,  did  you  know  it  v/as  a  counterfeit?"  he  said.  "Eere's  a 
good  one;  go  pay  the  man  for  your  book." 

I  ran  every  step  of  the  way  back  to  Billy's  store,  and  handed  him 
the  good  quarter,  when  he  handed  me  the  counterfeit.  I  gave  the  phoney 
piece  to  father,  and  ho  kept  it  in  his  coin  collection  for  many  years.

Comment  or  David  F .  Stephens  Family 

I  -was  better  acquainted  with  the  David  P.  Stephens  family  than 
any  other  members  of  these  tribal  kinsman  of  nine.  I  knew  them  so 
early  in  my  boyhood  nh&t  I  have  forgotten  just  when  ny  contact  v/ith 
them  began.  As  a  boy,  having  the  reputation  of  being  an  expert  corn- 
dropper,  I  v.us  very  early  introduced  to  that  vrork  a  few  times  on 
David ’ s  home-farn  place. 

To  me,  this  dropping  of  com  was  delightful  work,  besides  I  earned 
my  grub  and  50  cents  a  day.  'Anile  this  compensation  v.as  small,  I  v.-as 
getting  in  proportion  to  my  age  and  experience  as  much  in  wage  as  any 
men  in  the  fields  of  those  "good  old  days  down  upon  the  farm."  All 
which  reminds  me  of  v.hat  david  said  as  to  the  wages  he  received  as  a 
young  man  on  his  father1  s  farm.  He  said  his  pay  was  a  bushel  of  wheat 
for  two  days*  work,  and  v.heat  was  worth  only  a  dollar  a  bushel.  Board 
7.us  included  of  course.  This  would  be  equivalent  to  v.hat  David  paid 
me  for  dropping  his  corn.  And  the  men,  he  said,  never  grumbled  over 
■what  they  received. 

David  Stephens  was  a  very  likeable  man.  Tall  and  cocmaanding  in 
appearance,  he  held  the  respect  and  confidence  of  everyone.  His  chief 
facial  characteristic  was  his  full-fledged  set  of  sideburns,  v/hich 
fashion  he  adopted  early  in  life,  so  I  have  been  told.  To  me  these 
ample  whiskers  always  seemed  to  be  white. 

David ’ s  family  group  was  a  genial  "bunch",  ever  cheerful,  happy, 
cordial  to  the  family  guests,  and  fully  in  accord  with  the  rules  of 
strict  conduct.  It  ’.ms  a  pleasure  to  dine  at  his  heme;  there  seemed 
to  be  so  much  to  eat  on  the  dinning  table,  as  a  part  of  this  record  I 
nor©  quote  from  my  diary,  as  follows: 
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"Saturday,  June  6,  1903 — With  wife  and  her  mother  Trent  to  Grif¬ 
fith’s  (Alva’s)  for  dinner;  then  over  to  D •  P.  Stephens  for  supper, 

David  is  past  81  years;  played  croquet  with  him.  Cane  hone  late  at 
night." 

That  wa s  David’s  hobby,  playing  croquet;  rather  he  seemed  to  have 
an  obcession  for  this  light  sport.  Weather  permitting  he  vrould  play 
all  day  long  did  some  one  challenge  him  for  a  game.  I  recall  that  he 
was  very  supple  for  one  of  his  advanced  years.  He  was  81  years  old 
then  and  did  many  chores  about  his  place,  more  for  exercise  than  through 
necessity.  Being  always  of  a  cheerful  disposition,  it  was  ever  a 
pleasure  to  visit  an  his  hone.-  Here  is  where  he  spent  nearly  all  of 
his  82  years,  :\nd  it  wa s  here  h9  died. 

David  Stephens  ras  a  good  farmer.  He  did  u^t  produce  solely  to 
soil;  he  produced  to- live.  In  this  respect,  he  was  old-fashioned.  The 
world  beyond  his  i  cusehold  appealed  to  him  mostly  as  a  place  for  those 
to  go  who  did  non  beliove  in  the  simple  ways  of  life.  He  was  the  true 
husbandman  who, believed  in  the  freedom  of  self.  And  he  was  a  free  man 
in  all  its  many  aspects,  under  obligations  to  no  one  but  to  his  family 
and  his  God. 

Cf  his  five  children,  all  but  one  have  died.  This  living  one  is 
Emmor  David  Stephens,  r.07;  just  passed  87  years  (date  of  birth  'arch  4, 
1857.)  He  still  lives  in  his  own  house  on  the  same  farm  owned  by  his 
father.  Here,  for  many  years,  he  conducted  a  dairy. 

Thomas  Clarkson  Stephens,  he  was  called  Clark,  was  a  vocal  music 
teacher  all  his  matured  life.  He  went  about  the  countryside  giving 
instructions  to  the  young  and  ambitious  musicians.  He  was  specially 
conpetont  in  teaching  vocal  classes  in  the  school  houses  of  the  dis¬ 
trict.  Ho  died  at  the ege  of  85.  Eis  sister  311a,  who  was  net  married, 
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died  at  the  age  of  82. 
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Samuel  Louis  Stephens,  called  Lou,  was  the  second  child  horn  to 
David  and  Elmira  Stephens.  Ho  lived  to  be  75  years  and  2  days  old. 

Eis  wife  v/as  his  cousin  Jennie  Stephens,  daughter  of  Lee  P.  and  Rachel 
Farquhar  Stephens.  Lee’s  father  7/as  John  D.  Stephens.  I  recall  Lou 
mostly  in  the  days  when  he  owned  and  occupied  the  Janes  V.ycoff  farm 
and  big  brick  house  (now  ov/ned  by  Janes  IT.  Hare,  son  of  Johnta  II.  and 
Rena  (Farquhar)  Hare. 

Lou  Stephens  lived  inihe  hucoff  house  through  the  1860’s  and 
partly  through  the  1890* s.  In  the  year  of  1897  or  ’98  he  decided  to 
retire  from  farming,  and  had  a  big  sale  of  personal  property.  Every¬ 
body,  it  seemed,  7/as  present,  -and  from  everywhere.  After  nhat,  Lou 
and  his  family  established  themselves  in  Monecsen,  Fa.;  they  spent 
their  idle  days  in  visiting  California  and  Florida.  It  was  in  Llon- 
essen  that  I  visited  them  once,  as  will  be  attested  by  the  following 
quotation  from  my  Diary  of  that  day: 

"Yfednesday,  July  8,  1908 — Lou  Stephens  and  wife  of  Monessen  cans 
home  from  a  trip  to  California  last  Sunday.  Sav/  him  today  at  father's; 
wife  and  I  went  to  his  home  in  afternoon  and  took  supper;  came  up  home 
in  evening t" 

That  was  the  last  time  I  saw  any  of  his  family.  He  was  interested 
in  the  First  National  Bank  of  llonessen,  in  which  his  son  Y/illiam  (called 
Bill)  became  the  cashier.  His  son’s  connection  with  that  institution 
lasted  from  1904  £o  1931.  His  son  died  from  what  was  believed  to  be  a 
cerebral  hemorrhage  on  Dec.  6,  1938,  after  a  hunting  expedition  near 
barren.  Pa •

Lou’s  son  Robert  Gilbert  Stephens  was  a  traveling  salesman  at 
the  time  I  visited  his  father* s  in  llonessen.  ^e  is  now  in  the  real 
estate  business  in  that  place.  Vjiile  I  have  not  seen  any  of  tne  fam¬ 


ilies  since  that  day,  I  have  had  and  still  have  communications  with 


Bert,  as  he  is  locally  called,  ever  since,  mostly  about  family  history; 
and  wb  are  still  pursuing  the  subject. 

(The  reader  might  be  interested  to  know  why  I  quote  from  my  Diary 
of  only  the  year  1908.  That  was  the  year  I  spent  with  our  family 
friends  at  Fayette  City,  Pa.  Here  lived  my  father  and  morher.  It r.  and 
Mrs.  Zimri  Farquhar;  also  my  wife’s  people,  Mrs.  Thomas  Fawcett  and 
Itrs.  John  V.hetsel,  with  vhom  v.e  stopped  during  the  winter  and  summer 
Of  that  year.  Our  hone  then  was  in  Tacoma,  Mash.)

Rachel  (Farquhar)  bugher,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Sarah  (Moore) 
Farquhar  (I),  was  born  Feb.  8,  1809;  died  Oct.  27,  1901;  married  Aaron 
Bugher  Jan.  4,  1938;  he  was  born  March  20,  1798;  died  IIov.  27,  1647.

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  I  never  met  any  of  Aunt  Rachel’s  children. 
They  disappeared  from  my  youth-time  scene  before  I  was  born,  but  I  do 
recall  that  my  folks  often  talked  about  them,  and  how  well  they  did  in 
their  marriages. 

In  the  after  years  I  had  correspondence  with  Alline,  who  then 
lived  at  3erkely  Springs,  Virginia.  Her  husband,  Iloah  Speer,  I  recall. 
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operated  the  biggest  sand-pit  in  the  Monongahe la  Valley,  and  v.as  con¬ 
nected  with  a  Pittsburgh,  ?a .  bank*  I  know  that  in  the  1896’ s,  the 
Speers  owned  and  sons  of  the  family  lived  on  the  famous  Albert  Gallatin 
house  in  Southern  Fayette  County,  pa,,  for  I  visited  a  Charles  Speer, 
brother  of  Noah,  there  in  the  s urine r  of  1899,  I 

Stephen  Decatur  Bugher,  the  only  son,  was  financially  interested 
in  and  7/as  the  manager  of  the  TTinston-Salen,  North  Carolina,  water 
system  and  power  plant.  Here  he  lived  for  many  years,  dying  at  the 
age  of  67  years.  He  loft  children,  but  how  many,  I  never  learned. 

It  appears  from  the  dates  that  Laura  and  Anne  had  a  double  wedding

Come  to  think  about  this  now,  I  believe  they  did;  at  least  I  recall  of 
having  heard  of  this  event  being  discussed  often  among  my  folks  at 
home,  when  I  7/as  a  grown  boy,  Laura's  husband  was  Dr,  Samuel  A,  Con¬ 
klin,  and  Anne's  v.as  Rev.  Martin  L,  Streater,  a  minister  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  church.  Both  the  Conklins  and  Streater s  went  to  other  parts  of 
the  country  for  their  future  hones. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  I  do  not  have  the  names,  if  any,  of  the 
descendants  of  Aunt  Rachel's  childrens'  families  to  grace  this  gene- 
alogy,  Alline  Speer,  in  her  correspondence  with  me  on  this  matter,  had 
promised  to  compile  a  complete  list;  but  she  never  did.  I  am  sure  she 
started  the  work,  but  died  before  finishing  it,  My  last  letter  to  her 
remains  unanswered  to  this  day.

Edward  Matson  of  200  Lookout  Avenue,  Charleroi,?a •  The  deceased,  a 

resident  of  Charleroi  since  1698,  was  well  known  in  the  valley.  Death 
was  attributed  to  infirm  wives  of  advanced  age. 

She  Y/as  the  widow  of  the  lata  Allen  Mansfield,  who  served  as 

Charleroi  tax  collector  for  a  number  of  years.  She  was  a  devoted  mem¬ 

ber  of  the  'Tashington  Avenue  Presbyterian  church.  !k\s .  Mansfield  was 
born  January  2,  1845,  at  Fayetto  City,  Pa.  and  v/as  the  last  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  ten  children. 

Surviving  are  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Frank  Hough,  Mrs.  Edward  Matson, 
and  one  son  Howard  Mansfield  of  Charleroi;  five  grand  children  and  eight 
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great  grand  children. 

Funeral  services  Trill  be  held  Friday  afternoon  at  2:30  o'clock 
at  the  hone  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Edward  Matson,  with  the  Rev.  Frank 
Montgomery,  pastor  of  her  church  in  charge.  Interment  wall  be  in  th9 
F&yette  City  cemetery.

"Seneca  HcCrory,  husband  of  Aunt  Eannaji  (Farquhar)  HcCrory,  was 
the  cabinet  maker  of  the  tovm  of  Fayette  City,  Pa.  Here  he  was  born 
and  raised,  son  of  John  and  Sarah  McCrory,  the  tovm.  in-keepers.  The 
UcCrory's  had  cone  from  Ireland,  classed  as  refugees,  settling  at 
Freeport  (no v/  Fayette  City)  in  th9  173C*3.  At  first  they  were  "trad¬ 
ers,"  so-called,  handling  such  merchantable  goods  as  became  saleable 
among  the  flood  of  emigrants  coning  "over  the  mountains"  from  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  to  settle  the  western  wilderness.  As  early  as  1320, 
John  McCrory  became  the  Inn-keeper  of  the  tov/n;  now  ho  would  bo  called 
the  "ho  te 1-ke  s  pe  r . " 

There  "were  other  sons  and  daughters  of  the  family,  but  Seneca  be¬ 
came  the  leading  one  of  the  town,  in  his  time;  so  it  is  of  him  v:e  speak 
mostly.  Being  a  skilled  cabinet  maker,  he  fabricated  the  furniture  for 
the  people  of  the  community,  and  when  they  died  he  buried  then  in  cof¬ 
fins  made  in  his  own  shop.  This  was  his  business  during  all  the  entire 
time  of  his  married  life,  except  that  in  the  beginning  of  his  career 
he  made  flat-boats  for  the  pioneers  going  down  the  river  v/ay  toward 
the  west.  I  here  relate  the  following  story  as  it  was  told  me  by  Sllio 
McCrory,  a  son,  in  his  later  years: 

A  young  man  named  Joseph  King,  aged  14,  and  an  orphan  boy,  came 
Hover  the  mountains"  from  Baltimere,  Maryland,  seeking  adventure.  He 
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had  stopped  at  other  places  enroute,  but  soon  after  his  arrival  he  got 
employment  as  an  apprentice  in  Seneca  LIcCrory’s  shop.  He  was  a  good 
lad,  faithful  to  his  trust,  and  in  due  course  became  a  skilled  cabinet 
maker.  In  the  meantime  he  also  became  one  of  the  big  family  of  grov;- 
ing-up  children  in  the  KcCrory  household. 

So  this  lad,  Joseph  King,  thrived  and  grew  to  be  a  fin9  young 
man,  vrell  respected  and  honored  by  everyone.  Elizabeth,  the  fourth 
child  of  Seneca  and  Hannah  (Farquhar)  McCrory,  also  grey;  up  to  become 
one  of  the  outstanding  young  v/onen  in  the  sane  community.  The  outcome 
of  all  this  grov.lng^up  together  resulted  in  the  marriage  of  Elizabeth 
and  Joseph  in  the  year  1856.  The  rest  of  the  story  is  that  Joseph  and 
Elizabeth  became  the  parents  of  six  children,  and  established  a  cabinet 
making,  furniture  making  and  undertaking  business  that  lasted  in  the 
old  tOY/n  under  their  supervision  for  nearly  60  years. 

"Joe’s  shop,"  as  we  all  called  his  combined  institution,  was  in 
about  the  middle  of  the  block  on  South  Second  Street.  As  a  small  boy 
I,  with  others  of  our  many  cousins,  would  often  play  in  and  out  Joe’s 
shop.  One  time  while  thus  playing,  v/e  put  one  of  the  boys  into  one  of 
the  many  empty  caskets  stored  in  the  v;areroom.  Then  we  screwed  the 
lid  down  and  left  our  fictim  to  his  f a to •  But  the  victim,  let  out  such 
a  yowling  noise  for  help  that  Joe  chased  us  all  av;ay  with  a  broom,  and 
told  us  never  to  come  back.  I  forget  vdiether  we  compiled  with  the 
command,  but  if  we  did,  it  was  not  for  long. 

Joe  King  was  a  radical  old-time  Democrat— the  kind  that  brooked 
no  argument  from  an  opponent.  He  would  fight  for  the  policies  of  his 
party  at  the  drop  of  the  hat.  Ytt  he  was  a  strict  religionist  all  his 
life— first  a  stout  Methodist  and  later  just  as  stout  a  Presbyterian. 
For  many  years  he  was  a  superintendent  in  both  churches  in  our  town. 
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I  have  little  data  on  the  family  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  King 
families,  '“hen  I  gathered  all  this  material  for  the  Farquhar  geneal¬ 
ogy  in  the  spring  of  1908  the  Kings  had  already  moved  to  the  town  of 
Xenningston,  ?a.  to  make  their  future  home. 

But  I  found  that  Joseph  King,  wras  born  at  Baltimore,  lid,,  on 
April  4,  1833.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  very  young,  and  nothing  is 
known  about  her.  Eis  father,  John  King,  died  also  when  Joe  was  young, 
and  was  of  English  descent.  It  seems  his  father  had  married  a  second 
time  and  that  Joe  lived  with  his  stepmother  after  his  father  died. 

They  had  crossed  the  mountains  to  Allegheny,  Pa.  Later  he  moved1  to 
Mingo,  and  from  there  to  Fayette-  City. 

During  all  his  life  he  was  an  active  in  community  affairs,  taking 
part  in  everything  that  would  advance  the  interests  of  the  tov/n.  He 
was  a  fifty-year  member  of  the  Odd  Fellov/s  Lodge  and  was  awarded  a 
diamond  studd  for  his  zeal  and  efforts  in  this  lodges*  work.  Ee  died 
at  Xenningston  in  1927,  aged  94  years.  His  children  were:

311a,  married  Elmer  McCormack;  no  children;  died  1927,  Arnold,  Pa. 
Harry,  unmarried;  died  in  1915.

Comments 

Most  of  the  foregoing  data  about  the  King  family  v.*as  furnished  me 
-  by  James  L.  King.  '.That  I  have  learned  in  this  respect  he  provided; 
what  he  lacked  I  supplied.  Thus  we  have  the  material  as  nearly  correct 
as  possible. 

James  L.  King  and  Harold  King  are  brothers,  and  attorneys-at-law, 
practicing  under  the  firm  name  of  King  &  King,  suite  401  Pratt  build¬ 
ing,  San  3ernardiro,  California.  They  are  both  sons  and  the  only 
children  of  Edward  P.  and  Elizabeth  (l!ellinger)  King,  formerly  of 
Fayette  City,  Pa.,  but  since  1317  residents  of  Southern  California; 
first  at  Torrance,  then  at  Bell,  v/hero  the  father  died  July  11,  132S. 

By  1928  they  had  all  moved  to  San  Bernardino  for  their  permanent  homes. 

The  father,  Edward  King,  being  a  window  glass  factory  worker, 
moved  v/ith  his  family  from  place  to  place  in  ’Western  Pennsylvania  and 

Eastern  Ohio.  During  such  period  the  family  lived  at  six  different 

* 

places;  hence  the  difficulty  in  schooling  the  two  sons.  At  Parnassus, 
Pa./  the  family  lived  long  enough  so  that  James  graduated  from  the 
high  school  there  in  1316.  That  fall  James  became  a  student  at  "Tash- 
ington  h.  Jefferson  College  at  .Washington,  Pa.,  remaining  -there  until 
th©  following  spring  (1317)  T.hen  the  family  moved  to  Torrance,  Calif., 
where  the  father  had  become  manager  of  the  glass  plant.

Re-entering  the  law- 
school  of  S.  U«  C.  Jeur.es  completed  his  course,  and  passed  the  bar  ex¬ 
amination  Sept.  22,  1920.  He  first  began  practice  in  Los  Angeles,  and 
later  in  Torrance,  where  he  resided  until  October  1,  1926.  In  the 
meantime  he  was  worried,  and  moved  to  San  Bernardino.

He  was  the  organiser  and  first  president  of  the  San  Bernardino 
County  Employee's  Association,  commander  of  both  San  Bernardino  Post 
and  San  Bernardino  County  of  the  American  Legion,  president  of  the 
Kiiwanis  Club,  a  Ha  son,  member  of  Hasonic- Veterans  Club,  Forty  2:  Eight, 
and  other  civic  organizatioxis  •  He  resides  at  884  Edgehill  Road,  San 
Bernardino,  Calif.  He  owns  his  own  residence. 

There  being  five  years'  difference  in  the  ages  of  these  brothers 

Harold  was  always  five  jumps  behind  the  eldest  brother  James  in  his 

sohool  work  and  law  studies.  From  1919  to  1923  Harold  attended  High 
School  at  Redonda  Beach,  Calif.  From  there  he  -went  to  the  University 
of  Southern  California — 1923  to  1928.  His  last  three  years  at  the 
University  were  in  tho  College  of  Law,  from  which  he  graduated.

Thomas  Farquhar  v.-as  the  eldest  male  child  of  Allen  Farquhar, 
founder  of  the  Farquhar  none  in  '  ashington  and  Fayette  counties,  ?a. 
He  was  born  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland  !Iov.  16,  1751,  died  at  the  old 
honsstead  in  Bast  Bethlehem  township,  ' Tashingtcn  county,  in  1847,  in 
the  96th  year  of  his  age.

Arthur  E.  (better  known  as  "A«  B." )  Farquhar,  the  York,  Pa., 

farm  implement  manufacturer,  tus  born  in  1838,  son  of  ’Vi Ilian  Henry 

and  Margaret  (Briggs)  Farquhar  of  Sandy  Spring,  Montgomery  county,

Maryland.  ^is  father  was  a  school  teacher,  v.hc  was  taught  French  by 
his  wife  before  marriage.  Arthur  v;as  born  at  Cedar  Lav.n,  half  rile 
from  "Sharon,"  ancestral  hone  of  his  grandfather  and  great  grand¬ 
father,  v/hich  homestead  ho  later  bought  and  put  ir.  repair. 

Arthur  had  one  sister  and  five  brothers,  all  but  one  growing 
to  maturity.  At  the  age  of  18  he  left  home  and  went  to  York  to  learn 
the  mechanics  of  farm  implement  manufacturing.  In  due  time  he  was  in 
business  for  himself,  to  enevtually  become  the  biggest  independent 
farm  implement  manufacturer  in  the  v/orld. 

A*  B.  Farquhar  had  a  war Id-wide  reputation  in  his  line  of  busi¬ 
ness.  ^e  was  noted  for  his  charity,  and  at  his  home  in  York  he  once 
entertained  many  American  notables  of  all  classes.  A  few  years  be¬ 
fore  his  death  I  had  correspondence  with  him  relative  to  his  family 
history,  but  he  died  before  I  had  gotten  any  data  from  him,  to  my 
great  regret  and  sorrow. 

The  above  data  I  take  from  his  autobiography  printed  in  1822. 

His  forebears  came  to  America  from  Aberdeenshire,  Scotland,  and 
from  the  same  clan  stock  as  all  the  Farquhors.  V.hile  he  is  descended 


from  'Tillian,  brother  of  Allan,  •who  landed  at  Philadelphia  in  1720* 
I  an  descended  from  Allen  who  crossed  the  Alleghenies  from  Maryland 
into  "estern  Pennsylvania  in  1762. 
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Berry  says:  "The  r.anc  of  Walker,  as  appears  by  certain  records, 
was  so  called  from  their  anciently  holding  various  employments  in  the 
Royal  Forests,  as  "erderers ,  ding's  Foresters,  or  Walkers,  having  the 
custody  of  certain  walks ,  boundaries,  or  allotments;  but  at  what  re¬ 
mote  period  the  surname  of  Walker,  simply,  was  adopted  by  any  branch 
of  the  family  as  a  distinguishing  appellation  remains  a  matter  of 
doubt." 


There  are  many  families  of  this  name  in  Great  Eritain,  descend¬ 
ants  of  which  have  settled  all  over  the  world,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  connection  between  them  pointing  to  one  fountain  head,  as  in  some 
other  patronymics,  j-t  is  well  represented  in  Burke;  every  Biographi¬ 
cal  Dictionary  has  several  Walkers  in  its  lists,  and  it  has  been  said 
to  have  the  longest  list  of  eminent  men  in  biographical  history.  It 
was  called  "one  of  the  mighty  Sixty",  m- the  rolls  of  Great  Eritain, 
occupying  seventeenth  place,  --  that  is,  there  were  sixteen  families 
more  numerous  than  it. 


The  name  also  signifies  "fuller",  or  weaver,  in  old  English.  Y.'e 
have  a  Ralph  Ganger ,  cr  Walker,  who  came  in  with  William  of  Normandy, 
too;  and  if  any  of  us  wish  to  set  up  a  coat-of-arms ,  we  may  choose 
D’.ir  crest  and  motto  from  the  Peerage,  ana  flaunt  it  with  the  test  of 
then.  Plenty  of  Aaeric-n  families  have  tacked  themselves  on  to  an 
ancestor,  with  nc  bettor  claim  than  a  similarity  of  name;  it  may  be 
that  we  descend  from  a  long  line,  with  its  root  in  the  Herman  Conquest, 
or  earlier,  but  wo  have  nothing  to  prove  it,  or  even  to  point  that  way. 
Our  first  ancestor  whom  we  cm  call  by  name  --  Lewis  Walker  --  left 
no  mention  of  his  father's  name  or  people.  There  was  nothing  extra¬ 
ordinary  in  this  at  tha  t  time.  He  was  starting  a  new  life  in  a  now 
world,  and  "Lewis  Walker ,  yeoman,"  sufficed.  Priscilla  Walker  Streets 
tried  to  connect  him  with  the  older  branch,  but  was  unsuccessful. 

What  she  did  succeed  in  finding,  appears  in  the  following  pages.  Her 
imagination  has  constructed,  out  of  the  little  she  had,  a  man  strong, 
brave,  and  true,  who  founded  a  family  not  unworthy  of  him,  --  the 
members  of  which  arc  scattered  over  a  great  part  of  our  country,  and 
have  been  known  for  nearly  two  hundred  years  as  the  Walkers  of  Chester 
Valley.
